Ladies  and  Centlemen, 

Returns  of  the  Registrar  (General  for  the  year  I96O  in 
Shipley  Division  show  no  considerable  change  from  the  previous  year. 

This,  of  course,  masks  the  transfer  of  persons  v^ithin  the  area;  an 
outstanding  example  being  from  central  Shipley  to  the  Coach  Road 
Estate,  Baildon,  Removals  of  local  persons  to  industry  in  the  south 
is  offset  by  the  immigration  of  European  and  Pakistani  workers.  /in 
accurate  estimate  of  the  current  position  will  only  be  possible  by  the 
1961  Census  Return, 

There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  live  births  from 
954  in  the  previous  year  to  IO7O,  and  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  in 
Shipley  for  example  rose  from  15  to  17*1«  This  is  generally  deemed, 
with  the  high  marriage  rates,  a  good  index  of  prosperity.  The  slight 
fall  in  the  Death  Rate  from  15*1  in  the  previous  year  to  12,7  is 
unimportant.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  a  record  low  in  the  Infantile 
Mortality,  but  the  Perinatal  Rate  remains  at  County  level. 

The  most  significant  change  in  Health  administration  during 
the  year  v^rere  the  steps  taken  both  in  the  County  and  in  the  administrative 
Divisions  to  create  a  nev/  structure  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  1959 
Mental  Health  Act,  for  the  law  had  dragged  its  slov/  length  along  a 
generation  behind  modern  thought  and  scientific  research  in  Mental 
Health,  Nev;  legislation  should  provide  a  sound  basis  for  effective 
community  care.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  artefact  of  a  three  tier 
service  is  not  a  crippling  disability  to  the  developmeiit  of  a  full 
Mental  Health  Service, 


The  County  Authority  has  greatly  extended  the  Chiropody 
Scheme  in  the  interests  of  the  aged  and  handicapped  persons.  Approved 
Chiropodists  are  employed  directly  by  the  Health  Department,  or 
indirectly  through  Voluntary  Associations,  Further  extension  is 
anticipated  in  the  near  future. 


Housing,  In  Shipley  the  Authority  makes  rapid  strides,  particularly 
in  the  Crag  and  V/indhill,  and  the  Coach  Road  Estate  nears  completion. 
Considerable  private  building  is  in  progress  in  Bingley  and  Baildon, 
Reference  to  the  report  from  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  gives  some 
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estimate  of  the  present  position,  but  it  will  take  a  generation  to 
re-equip  the  area  with  a  modern  standard  of  habitation. 


Smoke  Control.  It  is  hoped  by  a  combination  of  areas  in  the  respective 
Urban  Districts  to  create  one  of  the  largest  smoke  free  zones  in  the 
country.  This  would  include  the  Coach  Road  and  The  lUioll  (Baildon); 
Saltaire  and  Nab  Wood  (Shipley);  and  Cottingley  (Bingley) .  In  another 
decade  smoke  control  should  more  or  less  apply  throughout  the  Division. 

Prevention  of  Accidents.  With  the  assistance  of  local  citizens, 
Associations  and  Authorities  it  has  been  possible  to  inaugurate  three 
Committees  for  the  prevention  of  home  accidents  within  the  divisional 
area;  one  at  Baildon,  one  at  Bingley  which  includes  Denholme 
representatives,  and  another  at  Shipley. 


The  v/ork  carried  out  in  Infectious  Disease,  Maternal  and  Child 
Health,  Housing,  Environmental  Sanitation,  Care  and  After-Care,  School 
Health  and  Immunisation  can  best  be  gauged  by  reference  to  the  respective 
subjects  in  the  Report,  The  prevention  of  disease  and  promotion  of 
health  demands  unrelenting  team  effort,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Officers 
of  Local  Authorities  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  environmental,  the  personal,  the  v\relfare  and  the  mental 
health  services,  are  integral  parts  of  one  community  health  service, 
collectively  devoted  to  and  concerned  with  the  general  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  population  they  serve.  Many  of  the  individual  problems  of 
these  services  impinge  upon  each  other,  thus  emphasising  the  necessity  for 
their  y^orking  together  in  an  atmosphere  of  co-operation  and  mutual 
understanding,  AH  this  clearly  demonstrates  the  function  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  these  days.  Viewed  in  the  background  of  the 
National  Health  Service  as  a  y/hole,  he  occupies,  as  a  oommunily  physician, 
a  key-position;  for  not  only  is  he  co-ordinator  and  director  of  the 
services  under  his  immediate  charge,  but  he  should  also  act  as  a  link 
between  them  and  the  hospital  and  the  practitioner  services.  However 
much  these  latter  services  may  have  acted  in  varying  degrees  of  isolation 
in  the  past  the  lessons  which  the  precepts  of  social  medicine  have  to 
teach  will  inevitably  show  how  great,  in  the  interests  of  the  sick  or 
injured  patient,  is  the  need  for  closer  integration  between  those  concerned 
with  hospital,  family  or  personal,  and  community  medicine.

existing  tovnshix)c  Business  and  prosx-erity  reflect  an  a.ge  of  full 
employ“ment  and  high  living  stsndards,  and  centr  asts  W'  ith  the  scene  well 
known  to  a  X''^<s\lcus  .generation,  furthermore,  new  housing  estates  at 
Ciag,  llndhill,  Tfese  and  the  large  and  impressive  develoxvment  of  the 
Coach  Real  estate,  Baildon  are  a.  tribute  to  the  steadfast  and  x^^'Ogressive 
policy  of  the  Council »  future  develcxment  of  industrial  estates, 
clearance  areas  combined  v/ith  nevv  homes,  factories  and  shops  wall,  in 
the  next  decade,  leave  little  cf  the  more  dex3res3ing  features  cf  old 
.ey  o 


Binj.ley  lies  in  the  vnlley  of  the  River  Aire.  The  town 
itself  is  built  on  boulder  clay  although  the  cominen  geological  stratum 


is  millstone  grit.  The  valle; 


is  industriail,  but  the  upd.ajads  are 


a^gricultura.l  and  mo ci land.  The  tcavn  has  a  busy  industrial  centre, 
wool  being  the  staple  industry,  although  Joinery  works,  tanning, 
engineering  and  other  manufactures  provide  emxaloyment ,  The  perimeter 
of  Bingley  is  residential,  with  num.erous  farms,  and  beyond  is  a  green 
belt  including  the  well  known  moors .  There  are  a.bout  8398  houses  in  Bingley. 
New  housing  is  scattered  throughout  the  Urban  District,  both  centrally 


in  the  to’/m  and  at  Cullingworth^  Harden^  Tilsden,  Tldvdckj  Crossflats 
and  G-ilsteadc  Cottingley  is  the  largest  and  most  recent  cf  the  major 
Council  estates  comprising  350  houses  and  flats. 


Bingley  comprises  a  more  or  less  self  conts.ined  uxbo-ruial 
unit  with  a.  main  centre  and  peripheral  villages*  Urban  extension  from 
Bratdfcrd^  Shipley  and  Keighley  have  xiot  to  any  appreciable  extent  reached 
the  border,  and  a  green  belt  cf  demarcation  remains*  As  a  thrdving, 
enterprising  social  community,  Bingley  retains  its  individuality 
unimpaired . 


Badldon  is  a  residential  town  separated  from  Shirley  by  the 
River  .Aire,  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  Railway,  and  from  Bradford, 
Hav/ksw/crth  and  Bingley  by  extensive  green  belts  and  open  moorland  *  The 
Icv/er  town,  including  Charles  team,  is  predominantly  industrial,  with 
mdlls,  factories  and  workshops  and  a  high  percentage  cf  old  type 
property*  The  administiative  centre,  higher  situate,  is  residential, 
Xarincipally  a  product  of  the  inter-w/ar  developmental  period  in  housing* 
The  upper  town,  adjacent  to  high  placed  moorland,  is  almost  exclusively 
residential  in  character* 


There  are  about  4370  houses  in  Badldon,  mostly  modern, 
although  some  old  proper t^^  remains  around  Ta^ngate,  Baildon  Green, 
Tong  Park  and  ■'“Lodbottom*  A  new  estate  has  been  erected  at  the  Knoll 
with  extensive  a.spect  and  a.m]ple  room  for  development*  A  further 
housing  estate  is  being  erected  on  the  Coach  Road  by  Shipley  IT.D.C- 
wdthin  the  Baildon  Urban  District* 


Denholmie  is  an  isolated  town  wdth  an  elevation  of  about 
1  ,000  feet  above  mean  sea  level,  seven  miles  distant  from  Halifax, 
Keighley  and  Bradford  to  the  south,  north  and  east  respectively* 
Lnvirons  are  rural;  roa-d  gradients  acre  steep  and  the  area  forms  a. 
natural  water  gathering  ground  vdth  numerous  reservoirs*  The  compact 
township)  is  a  centre  of  industiial  and  shopping  activity  and  roads 
radiating  jprevide  access  to  neighbourixig  large  towns*  The  density  cf 
XDOp'ulaticn  is  aioproximately’-  one  ;,_jerson  '£)er  acre*  Apart  from  the 
central  area  of  Benhclme  where  the  great  majority  of  the  xwcpulation 
live,  Denholme  Clough  on  the  Halifax  Read  is  the  only  other  populous 
T.art  of  the  Urban  District,  the  remainder  consisting  of  scattered 
hamlets  and  farms*  Some  development  has  taken  place  along  the  main 
roads,  but  this  is  less  pronounced  than  the  ribbon  development  seen 
in  other  places*  Much  of  the  p)roperty  in  the  town  is  mid-nineteenth 
century,  built  of  local  stone  with  Yorkshire  grey  slated  roofs.  As 
in  adjacent  parts  of  the  Rest  Riding  the  back-to-back  house  is 
prevalent  * 


The  basic  industry  is  spinning,  'weaving  and  the  manufacture 


of  worsteds,  knitting  vvX'Ols  and  yarns* 
silk  weaving,  joinery,  stone  quarrying 
produce  milk  and  rear  cattle.

Pcpulaticnal  trends  to  some  extent  affected  this  area  a.s 
for  the  rest  of  the  country c  There  has  been  a  fall  in  the  young 
adult  population:  a  smoothing  out  of  the  a^brupt  post—rar  rise  in  the 
Birth  Kate:  a  high  number  of  children  entering  Secondary  School  and 
an  increasing  number  of  aged  persons.  There  is  also  an  influx  of 
foreign  labour^  a  factor  influenced  by  local  high  demand  for  artisans 
and  semi  and  ^unskilled  labour  in  the  textile  industry.

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Only  *by  consultation  and  discussion  between  the  Doctors  in 
general  medical  practice  and  the  staff  of  hospitals  and  local 
authorities  can  the  vital  interests  of  the  pntient  and  his  family  be 
subserved.  Organised  formal  interchange  of  records  and  information  is 
the  basis  of  systematised  medicine,  but  personal  contact  is  the  essence 
cf  applied  Health  Education.  For  many  years  the  Mid-'.vives  and  District 
Nurses  ha.ve  worked  side  by  side  with  the  priva.te  Doctor,  Only  since 
the  inception  of  the  Act  in  1948,  hciYever,  has  the  Health  Visitor  ha,d 
the  Oippcrtunity  progressively  to  establish  liaison  with  him  in  the  caore 
of  the  family.  She  covers  general  service  and  a.dwice  ra^ther  than 
specia-lised  care,  but  can  call  on  the  services  of  officers  from  Health, 
Education  and  Eelfare  Departments,  There  are  also  many  links  writh 
Voluntary  Agencies  winich  render  useful  service  by  meeting  lack  cf 
statutory  provisions,  I  am  grateful  to  local  Doctors  wiio  have  so  readily 
co-operated  w'ith  the  nursing  staff,  and  this  applies  to  G-eneral 
Bractiticners  as  W'ell  as  the  hcspital  staff  in  the  neighbourhood,. 

Repeatedly  in  my  Annual  Reports  I  have  protested  about  the 
division  of  the  Na.tiona.1  Health  Service  into  three.  Each  passing 
yeaJT  emx^hasises  the  crying  need  for  uniform  administration,  I  can 
envisage  no  adequate  Icng  term  solution  other  than  the  direct  voice 
of  the  elector  controlling  a  single  unit  administra.tiono  At  the  present 
time  one  is  confronted  'with  a  mass  of  Committees  and  conflicting 
interests,  parties  and  officials.  Nor  is  the  co-operation  at  officer 
level  in  the  home  necessai'ily  reflected  in  the  so  called  higher 
administrative  sgsheres.

There  are  more  elderly  people  in  the  population  and  this 
necessitates  increasing  social  and  medical  service.  Consultant 
Physicians  now  specialise  in  G-eriatrics,  the  medical  practitioner 
devotes  more  of  his  time  to  the  care  of  aged  persons  and  so  does  the 
District  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor,  Over  90/^o  of  Home  Help  organising 
is  directed  to  their  care,  Reses.rch  v/ork  is  stimulated  in  a  new  branch 
of  science  related  to  the  diseases  of  middle  age  and  subsequent  organic 
change  in  the  elderly. 


It  was  evident  that  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  ICit-b 
would  increase  the  number  of  full-time  workers.  But  it  would  never 
cover  the  full  field  and  consequently  ample  scope  was  left  for 
voluntary  effort • 


The  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  necessitates  more 
social  and  medical  services  directed  to  their  needs.  Many  Consultant 
Physicians  noYi  sjoecialise  in  G-eriatrics  and  the  medical  px*actitioner, 
nurses  and  Public  HeaAth  staff  devote  proportionately  more  time  to  the 
care  of  aged  persons.  Research  too  has  stimulated  greater  interest 
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in  the  diseases  of  middle  a£,’e  and  subsequent  organic  change  in  the 
elderly.  In  spite  of  the  provision  of  full  time  officers^  ample  scope 
and  a  full  field  is  left  for  voluntary  effort  as  the  following 
extracts  vvill  show;-

The  Social  Comiait  ee  v/ere  responsible  for  tv/o  Havens 
Tovm  G-ate  and  Charleston  with  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  65 » 

Library  facilities  have  been  extended,  entertainment  and  other  activities 
organised.  The  Visitation  Committee  had  70  persons  on  the  list,  sick_, 
infirm  or  lonely  v/ho  v;ere  visited  in  their  ov/n  homes.  A  Chiropody 
scheme  was  maintained  pending  transfer  of  the  responsibility^"  to  the 
official  County  scheme.  The  death  of  Mr.  J.a.  Schofield,  who  had  been 
a  stalwart  of  the  Association  since  its  inception,  was  recorded. 


Mr.  S.  Parkin,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Bingley  Old  Peoples 
Welfare  Association  reports  a  successful  year  of  this  large  and  active 
association.  The  report  records  the  arran.^^ement  made  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  transfer  of  certain  responsibilities  to  the 
County.  This  was  only  possible  through  the  resourceful  work  of 
MrSo  Binns  who,  without  stint,  served  the  underling  and  helped  develop 
the  scheme.  A  Meals  on  Wlieels  scheme  operates  and  a  number  of  other 
v/orthwhile  objects  are  served.  The  Haven  is  filled  to  capacity  and  is 
a  standing  tribute  to  local  effort. 

The  Aged  Persons  Association  had  an  active  year.  The  Havens 
at  Windhill,  Wrose,  Saltaire  and  the  Salvation  Army  Citadel  meet 

v/eekly.  There  was  an  average  attendance  at  each  of  the  Havens  of  about 
30 o  The  Haven  in  Saltaire  Road  opens  from  10.0  a.m.  -  12.30  p.m.  and 
from  2.0  to  5*0  p.m.  daily  on  week  days  including  Saturdays.  The 
average  attendance  v^eekly  varies  between  I50  and  200 0  The  Association 
met  about  five  times  during  the  year  with  representatives  from  many 
local  associations.

Organic  illness  may  be  cared  for  in  the  G-eneral  Hospital  Service  at 
the  large  hospitals  in  the  Bradford  "A*’  G-roup,  or  the  Keighley  G-roup 
Senile  cases  associated  with  mental  disturbance  are  nursed  at  The 
Park,  Rooley  Lane,  Menston  Hospital  or  Scalebor  Park.  Convalescent 
facilities  and  Nursing  Homes  are  also  provided  for  the  service  of 
elderly  persons  either  through  Hospital  Management  Committee  or 
Locol  Health  Authority.

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The  Fundaniencals  of  a  scientific  Public  Health  Service 
depoid  on  the  prorimity  and  resources  of  a  Laboratory.  The  Public 
Heu.lth  Laboratory  Service  provides  one  in  Bradford  \vhere  facilities 
for  bacteriological  and  virological  investigation  are  (available, 
-..rrangements  for  collection^  delivery,  ex£imination  cind  reports  on 
specimens  a.re  both  adequa.te  a,nd  expeditious.  Samples  of  water,  milk 
and  other  materials  v/ere  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
Soomples  of  blood  a.nd  other  body  fluids  and  contents  are  examiined  from 
suspect  causes,  n  daily  service  minimises  delay,  and  preliminai'y 
telephone  reports  from  the  Bacteriologist  facilitate  investigation  in 
the  field.  Other  advantages  are  reduction  of  exclusion  from  school 
<and  v/ork,  early  diagnosis  and  prompt  preventive  action  in  cases  of 
infectious  disease.  Dr.  Smith  and  his  staff  have  rendered  help  and 
valuehle  advice  throughout  the  year.

The  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  respective  Urban 
Districts  are  members  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education, 
and  each  contributes  to  the  central  organisation*  The  Central 
Council  itself  is  controlled  hy  a  Committee  representing  Local 
Authority  Associations,  and  the  purpose  is  to  make.  Icnov/n  within 
each  locality  services  for  the  promotion  of  health*  Services 
provided  are 

(1)  Supply  of  leaflets,  posters  and  educational  aids* 

(2)  Free  training  schemes  for  staff* 

(3)  Advice  on  special  local  problems. 

(a)  a  free  information  service  and  libr£iry<. 

Present  practice  in  Public  Health  depends  to  an  increasing 
extent  upon  education  of  the  public  e.g. 

(a)  Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer  are  now  publicly  knovm  after 
years  of  publicity  to  be  closely  related. 

(b)  Pood  Hygiene,  Clean  Air,  and  Prevention  of  A-ccidents 
in  the  Home  need  active  public  support  behind  the 
Local  Authority. 

(c)  Services  provided  by  Local  Health  Authorities  e.g. 

Care  of  the  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mother  and  Children, 
Immunisation  Schemes,  ilfter  Care  and  Prevention  of 
Illness  depend  upon  educational  activities. 

Sanitary  Authorities  are  empowered  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  to  engage  in  any  kind  of  Health  Education  and 
this  covers  the  whole  field  of  envir omental  hygiene.  Health 
Education  lectures  proceed  in  schools  on  such  subjects as  Foot 
Health,  Safety  in  the  Home,  and  many  other  matters  are  illustrated 
in  booklets,  leaflets,  la,bels,  cards  and  posters  utilised  by 
Doctors,  Health  Visitors  and  other  Lecturers. 

The  Central  Council  are  therefore  a  source  of 
information  on  medical  and  social  research:  advisers  on  health 
propaganda  and  educators  of  the  Technical  Officer  whose  knowledge 
of  education  method  is  thereby  kept  up  to  date*

However  skilled  the  Specialist,  and  however  efficient 
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hospital  treatment,  this  is  inadequate  unless  arrangements  for  proper 
care  and  Cufter  care  of  the  patient  are  available  on  discharge*  Under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  this  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority*, 

All  age  groups  in  the  community  are  included,  but  a  particular 
problem  exists  in  the  case  of  the  elderly.  Indeed  this  can  now  be 
considered  a  national  challenge.  Problems  which  affect  each  one  in  the 
family  unit  personally  may  require  decisions  of  an  exacting  nature* 

These  problems  can  be  moral,  physical  or  financial*  Local  Authorities 
give  effect  to  decisions  through  the  agency  of  Health  Visitors  skilled  in 
assessing  needs  and  giving  advice  as  to  the  care,  including  diet, 
hygiene  and  nursing  problems .  The  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  skill 
of  the  District  Nurse  is  often  called  upon,  and  equipment  for  home 
nursing  and  nursing  aids  have  been  provided,  for  example,  beds,  chains 
and  pulleys,  wheel  chairs,  commodes,  and  walking  aids.  In  I96O,  3^5 

items  of  nursing  equipment  or  aids  Y^ere  loaned*  There  is  often  the 
need  for  Home  Helps,  Housing,  Convalescence,  extra  comforts  and 
nourishment,  and  aids  for  the  disabled*  All  this  calls  for  close 
co-operation  between  General  Practitioner,  statutory  and  voluntary 
orga,nisations.  The  more  isolated  the  patient  in  society,  either  by 
virtue  of  his  personality,  or  circumstance,  the  greater  the  need,  and 
often  such  socio-medical  cases  require  help  from  many  sources.  The 
care  and  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  and 
Sanatoria  often  requires  detailed  attention  over  a  considerable  period 
from  the  Mental  Health  Worker  a.nd  Health  Visitor* 

Telephone  messages  from  Almoners’  Departments  aio  not 
infrequent,  requesting  help  to  aid  early  discharge  of  patients  or  a 
patient  who  requests  his  ovai  discharge*  Shortage  of  hospital  beds 
for  the  chronic  sick  is  still  evident. 

One  Health  Visitor  acts  as  liaison  officer  between  Geriatric 
Consultant  and  other  Health  Visitors,  Approximately  140  reports 
were  submitted  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  hospitals 
during  I96O  * 


EECUFERATIVE  HOME  Td^ATlVEIir 

There  are  three  Recuperative  Homes  (including  tivo  for 
rehabilitation)  for  mothers  and  children  in  need  of  rest  and  a  change 
of  air  v7ho  cannot  leave  their  young  children  behind.  Tv^o  families 
were  sent  in  1960* 

Seven  Homes  are  available  for  the  school  and  pre-school 
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child  and  32  children  were  admitted  during  I96O* 

There  are  13  Recuperative  Hornes  for  adults.  Ten  oases 
v/ere  admitted  during  the  year. 

HOIvE  HELP  SERVICE 

Throughout  the  year  the  demands  on  the  Home  Help  Service  have 
steadily  increased.  During  winter  months  there  v/as  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  and  chronic  sickness,  but 
despite  absence  due  to  illness  among  the  Home  Helps,  and  difficulties 
in  recruiting  suitable  v/omen  due  to  the  availability  of  employment  in 
local  mills,  a  satisfactory  service  was  maintained. 

Close  liaison  with  hospitals  enabled  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  patients  to  be  visited  immediately  upon  discharge  and  Home  Help 
provided  without  delay.  Besides  helping  the  patients,  this  also  enabled 
hospital  beds  to  be  vacated  more  quickly  than  v/ould  otherwise  have  been 
possible. 


During  the  year  two  new  tubercular  patients  have  been  provided 
v^ith  Home  Helps,  and  a  Problem  Family  provided  with  a  Home  Help  during 
the  mother^ s  illness,  thus  enabling  the  husband  to  remain  in  employment, 
and  the  nine  children  to  be  oared  for  at  home. 

Each  nev^r  Home  Help  is  interviewed  in  her  ovm  home  and 
encouraged  to  take  a  sympathetic  interest  in  the  welfare  of  patients 
as  Y^rell  as  in  the  intelligent  tackling  of  household  duties. 

With  the  co-operation  of  doctors,  midv^rives  and  health  visiting 
staff  the  Home  Help  Service  is  able  to  provide  a  necessary  and 
appreciated  service  to  those  in  need  of  temporary  or  long-term  help, 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  a  consistently  high  standard  of 
service.

There  were  39  oases  of  Soarlet  Fever,  9  admitted  to  hospital. 
The  disease  is  "benign  and  the  complioations  are  few#  Cases  occurred 
throughout  the  year  with  a  slight  fall  in  summer# 

DIPHTHERLl 

No  cases  v/ere  notified*  Active  immunisation  remains  out' 
safeguard,  and  steps  must  "be  taken  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
immunisation  rate, 

IvIEASLES 

The  disease  was  epidemic  at  the  end  of  the  year  "but  only  123 
oases  were  notified  as  against  391  in  1959»  Again,  the  disease  was 
mild^  complications  few,  and  there  were  no  deaths, 

WHOOPTOG-  COUG-H 

This  disease  occurred  in  the  second  and  third  quarters 
follov^ing  a  two  yearly  pattern,  102  oases  were  notified  and  5 
admitted  to  hospital,  compared  with  only  8  and  1  hospital  admission  in 
the  previous  year* 

DYSENTERY 


Although  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  notified  oases,  25 
from  12  in  the  previous  year,  my  impression  was  that  the  disease  was 
less  prevalent.  The  need  continues  for  high  stouidards  of  personal  and 
family  hygiene,  "bearing  in  mind  the  tendency  to  spread  it  by  hand  noted 
in  susceptible  young  age  groups, 

POLIOI\fffiLITIS 

Only  1  case  was  notified,  exactly  the  same  incidence  as  in 
the  previous  year.  This  favourable  return  is  no  indication  of  the 
potential  risk  to  the  community,  and  active  immunisation  must  be 
pursued  so  that  the  disease  can  be  eradicated, 

FOOD  POISONING- 

The  following  notes  are  of  interest  and  exemplify  some  aspects 
of  the  Department’s  v/ork. 
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(1)  Samples  of  desiccated  coconut  taken  in  Liverpool,  London  and 
Manchester  shelved  contamination  with  S*  Para  B.  A  check  on 
local  supplies  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  did  not  reveal 
any  organisms  in  samples  taken, 

(2)  Betv\reen  the  11th  and  12th  May  an  outbreak  of  Pood  Poisoning 
occurred  related  to  schools  in  Shipley,  Pood  causing  the 
outbreak  was  meat  and  gravy  and  the  agent  Clostridium  Y/elchii, 
Between  midnight  and  6,00  a.m,  on  the  12th  May  there  were 

158  known  oases,  and  the  average  interval  from  ingestion  to 
onset  was  li^.  hours.  The  main  symptoms  were  abdominal  pain  and 
diarrhoea  and  the  severity  of  illness  varied  from  mild  to 
severe  lasting  approximately  12  hours. 

The  outbreak  occurred  at  two  schools  and  a  canteen  and  the 
estimated  number  of  subjects  of  risk  was  292,  Pull  and  detailed 
reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County 
Medical  Officer, 

(3)  An  interesting  instance  of  Pood  Poisoning  occurred  in  a 
family  betv/een  l,30p,m,  and  2a0pcm,  on  the  25th  May,  I96O. 

The  cause  was  corned  beef  which  may  have  been  contaminated  in 
handling.  The  agent  was  Staphylococcus  Aureus  commonly  present 
in  hand  infections  (boils,  pustules  etc,)  There  were  3  cases 
manifested  by  a  sudden  onset  of  diarrhoea,  vomiting  and 
abdominal  pain  lasting  12  hours.  The  corned  beef  concerned 
was  imported  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  contacted  with  a 
view  to  tracing  any  other  outbreaks  identified  with  the  corned 
beef. 

(4)  An  outbreak  of  Salmonella  Enteriditis  related  to  steak  and 
sausage  occurred  in  an  Institution  in  the  Division,  9  oases 
v/ere  notified  and  23  others  ascertained  making  a  total  of  32 
between  the  28th  and  31st  May,  Only  3  cases  v;ere  severe  and 
the  average  illness  lasted  about  3  days.  About  180  consumers 
were  at  risk.  The  origin  was  obscure  but  the  disease  m-ay  have 
been  animal  borne  from  an  abattoir, 

(5)  A  fatal  case  of  Salmonella  G-roup  B  infection  occurred  in  an 
elderly  v/oman,  The  patient  took  ill  with  acute  diarrhoea  at 
5»0p,m.  on  the  20th  August,  About  40  hours  later  she  was 
removed  to  hospita,!,  Pravms  were  suspected,  but  we  had  no 
material  v/hich  had  been  consumed  other  than  an  empty  tin. 

Several  other  foodstuffs  including  salmon  were  examined  but  no 
organism  was  isolated  from  the  food  material. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


The  number  of  ne?/  cases  notified  during  the  year  vms  28,  of 
which  2/f  v/ere  pulmonary*  This  brings  the  total  on  the  Register  at 
December  I96O  to  359^  just  over  100  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

This  is  partly  due  to  review  of  the  Register,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  v\ras  rapid.  There  were  6  deaths, 
all  of  them  due  to  respiratory  infection* 

These  figures  convey  little  of  the  real  nature  of  the  change 
that  has  occurred  in  this  disease.  Less  than  a  genera,tion  ago 
diagnosis  necessitated  a  long  stay  in  a  Sanatorium  based  upon  rest  and 
collapse.  Very  frequently  now  only  a  few  weeks  suffice  to  confirm 
diagnosis,  assess  the  needs  of  the  case  and  promote  active  treatment. 
Thereafter  care  is  domiciliary  under  a  private  Doctor  and  Chest 
Consultant •

CARE  OF  THE  TUBERCULOUS  PATIEET  AT  HOIvIE. 

(a)  Home  Visiting. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  jointly  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Chest  Physician  that  some  of  the  home  visiting  could  be 
delegated  to  the  Health  Visitors  on  their  own  districts.  It  has  been 
found  that  after  a  full  course  of  antituberculous  drugs  relapse  would 
seem  to  be  unlikely,  and  it  v;as  thought  the  Health  Visitors  could 
incorporate  the  care  of  the  ’'arrested’'  cases  in  their  routine  visiting. 

It  was  still  considered  desirable  for  one  person  to  be 
responsible  for  the  visiting  of  the  following 
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(1)  All  newly  notified  cases  and  their  contacts, 

(2)  Those  ta,king  antituberculous  drugs, 

(3)  All  sputum  re sis tent  cases, 

(4)  -tiny  other  cases  not  considered  entirely  satisfactory 

by  the  Chest  Physician, 

This  new  arrangement  would  appear  to  be  working  well. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  able  to  notify  at  once  any  new  births 
requiring  E.C.G-,  vaccination,  and  it  also  eliminates  the  disadvantages 
of  two  persons  visiting  the  same  home. 


Provision  of  Home  Helps,  - 


Certain  tuberculous  families  have  been  provided  with  Home 
Help  assistance.  Usually  the  patient  has  some  other  disability  or  is 
in  the  elderly  age  group.  The  selection  of  Home  Helps  for  tuberculous 
households  is  always  done  with  the  full  knovvdedge  and  consent  of  both 
parties. 


P^oyiaion  ^qf  Extra  Nourishment. 

Free  millc,  one  or  two  pints  daily,  depending  on  the 
individual  circumstances  has  been  allowed  to  9S  patients  during  the 
year.  This  is  supplied  through  the  usual  milkman  and  the  patient 
must  give  an  undertaking  to  consume  the  milk. 


PiRSmiTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 
Examination  of  Contact . 

During  the  year  522  contacts  were  examined  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  of  whom  81  v/ere  vaccinated  with  B.C.G-,  All  immediate  family 
contacts  of  new  notified  oases  readily  attended  as  requested, 

Fev/er  contacts  of  old  oases  were  examined  largely  because  the  Chest 
Pliysician  has  become  increasingly  selective  in  deciding  the  necessity 
of  repeated  X-rays,  In  many  cases  he  is  satisfied  there  is  little 
further  risk  of  infection,  and  this  is  especially  so  v;hen  B.C.G-, 
vaccination  has  been  done, 

B.C.G-,  of  S  ch o ol  L_eaye_^ , 

B.G.G-,  has  been  given  to  school  leavers  where  parents' 
consent  v/as  obtained. 

For  the  first  time  it  v/as  arranged  to  X-ray  alX  children 
found  to  be  Mantoux  positive.  The  parents  of  these  children  were 
also  offered  X-ray  examinations  and  most  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity. 
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Seven  children  had  further  follow-up  examination.  One  is 
now  receiving  antituherculous  drugs,  tv/o  are  still  under  supervision 
and  the  rest  have  been  discharged. 


Mass  Miniature  X-Ray. 

The  Mass  Miniature  X-Ray  Unit  paid  its  biennial  visit  to 
Shipley  and  District  during  the  summer.  Films  of  persons  v/ith 
suspected  chest  conditions  were  referred  for  supervision  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  for  follow-up  and  advice.

SCABIES  and  VERIvIINOUS  INFESTATION 

For  practical  purposes  this  is  principally  a  school  problem, 
although  occasionally  families  exhibit  infestation.  The  appropriate 
medicament  is  usualHy  provided,  and  when  facilities  for  cleansing  of 
cliildren  and  young  persons  are  not  present  at  home,  the  v\rork  is  undertaken 
at  Clinics.  Hitherio  we  have  utilised  the  services  of  the  Disinfestation 
Centre  at  Bradford  when  adult  and  family  groups  are  affected.  During 
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i960,  however,  v/e  had  no  reason  to  call  upon  the  service  of  the  Centre.

Local  Authorities,  under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  are  required  to  arrange  for  the  iraniunisation  and 
vaccination  of  susceptible  persons  in  their  areas  against  Smallpox  and 
Diphtheria,  By  direction,  or  with  approval  after  application  this  may 
be  extended  to  the  control  of  any  other  disease.  Idiooping  Cough, 
Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus  and  Tuberculosis  lend  themselves  to  prophylactic 
control  by  immunisation  and  have  been  added  to  the  list  in  the  West 
Riding  administrative  area.  This  involves  not  only  the  medical 
practitioner  but  the  Department  in  a  considerable  range  of  work  and 
maintenance  of  records. 

Smallpox  is  an  ever  present  risk  enhanced  by  the  prevalence 
of  long  distance  air  travel.  It  is  regrettable  that  public  apathy 
is  responsible  for  the  disappointing  response  to  vaccination. 
Poliomyelitis,  on  the  other  hand,  although  less  deadly,  has  end  results 
which  are  more  manifest,  and  the  residual  paralysis  uncommonly  met  v^ith 
captures  public  imagination.  Even  in  this  case  response  of  adolescents 
and  young  people  is  disappointing.  The  use  of  B.C.G-,  vaccination  in 
the  fight  against  tuberculosis  makes  steady  progress  and  helps  diminish 
the  toll  of  life  and  health  exacted  by  ''the  captain  of  the  men  of  death”. 
Tetanus,  although  infrequent  in  occurrence,  is  a  grave  infection  and 
can  be  controlled  by  thorough  preventive  measures.  Diphtheria,  no 
longer  the  menace  of  a  generation  earlier,  periodically  threatens 
public  complacency  and  requires  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of 
doctors  and  Public  Health  staff,  Yi/hooping  Cough,  at  best  an 
unpleasant  interlude  in  childhood,  can  also  be  a  debilitating  disease 
and  much  unnecessary  suffering  and  occasional  loss  of  life  can  easily 
be  a,voided.

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  repealed  older  legislation  on  Lunacy 
and  Mental  Treatment  and  also  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  which  laid  dovm 
the  procedure  for  admission  to  hospital.  The  provisions  of  this  Act 
which  applied  in  1959  were  principally  related  to  the  informal  admission 
of  persons  to  mental  hospitals.  As  mentioned  in  last  yearns  report, 
the  term  ^mental  deficiency*  was  abolished  and  four  categories  of 
mental  disorder  recognised.

In  i960  an  Order  gave  effect  to  Sections  6  10  which  enabled 

Local  Authority  services  for  the  mentally  disordered  to  be  administered 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  Local  Authorities 
were  empowered  to  provide  residential  accommodation,  training,  and 
occupation  centres,  to  carry  out  guardianship  and  appoint  Mental 
Yfelfare  Officers.  Local  Authorities  were  also  empowered  to  provide 
Welfare  Services  for  mentally  disordered  persons  as  part  of  the 
general  welfare  service  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1 948,  and 
the  Child  Care  Service. 

The  Mental  Health  Act  is  based  on  the  advances  of  modem  treatment 
and  the  fact  that  patients  seek  advice  earlier  in  the  course  of  their 
mental  disturbance.  As  a  consequence,  there  is  less  need  of  long  stay 
accommodation  Y/hich,  in  the  course  of  the  next  fifteen  years,  is 
expected  to  be  reduced  by  50^*  This  implies  considerable  develcpment 
and  expansion  of  domiciliary  and  community  health  services.  These 
steps  have  been  taken  in  spite  of  the  ageing  of  the  population  Yd.th 
consequent  increase  in  senile  dementia.  As  the  Ministry  of  Health 
report  for  I960  states,  there  will  need  to  be  increased  acceptance 
and  tolerance  in  the  community  of  persons  with  mental  disorders. 

It  is  also  evident  that  these  chaaiges  may  well  affect  a  person  in 
employment,  housing,  and  generally  the  need  for  a  highly  developed 
community  care  service. 

Greater  use  is  being  made  of  Out-patient  Clinics  and  the 
Psychiatric  Clinic  Y/as  held  each  Thursday  afternoon  by  Dr.  Drans field 
at  Salt*s  Hospital.  This  brings  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  into 
immediate  contact  Y;ith  the  general  medical  practitioner  locally. 
Furthermore,  the  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  attend  the  clinic  and 
relate  field  v/ork  to  out-patient  and  in-patient  treatment. 
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The  Psychiatric  Clinic  at  Bingley  Hospital  continued  on  Tuesday 
mornings  throughout  the  year*  It  is  regretted  that  Dr.  E,J.  Harrison, 
the  Consultant  from  Scalebor  Park,  is  leaving  this  post  and  that 
changes  will  be  necessitated  in  the  near  future.  It  is  hoped  to  apply 
as  effective  a  link  in  Bingley  as  hs.s  applied  at  Salt*s  Hospital,

Home  Teaching 

It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  re-establish  the  Home  Teaching 
Service,  but  it  is  hoped  facilities  will  shortly  be  available* 

Menston  Hospital  and  Salt^s  Hospital  psychiatric  Clinic 

15  nnle  and  28  female  patients  received  either  in-patient 
treatment  or  attended  the  Clinic,  Since  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959 
was  fully  implemented  in  November  I960  notification  of  discharges,  and 
referrals  for  after-care  have  been  received,  and  it  will  be  possible 
to  give  comprehensive  figures  in  next  yearns  Report.  Many  patients 
are  now  being  admitted  to  hospital  on  an  informal  basis,  and  of  those 
admitted  as  detained  patients,  the  majority  are  regraded  to  informal 
status  shortly  after  admission.  An  excellent  relationship  has  been 
established  at  Menston  and  Scalebor  park  Hospitals,  and  vidth  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  local  Health  Authority  area. 

The  psychiatric  Clinic  at  Salt  *s  Hospital  is  serving  an  extremely 
useful  purpose.  Patients  are  referred  by  general  practitioners,  and 
follcw-up  attendance  after  discharge  from  hospital  fulfils  a  great 
need.  In  this  wa.y  contact  with  the  Consultant  at  the  clinic  and  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  maintained.  Home  visits  at  regular 
intervals  are  also  undertaken  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  until  the 
patient  has  become  full  integrated  into  the  life  of  the  community.

Smoke  Control  Area_s 

The  Shipley  No«l  (Saltedre)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1958, 
became  operative  on  1st  September,  I96O#  Prom  the  date  of  confirmation 
on  6th  July,  1959,  the  staff  of  the  Department  was  busily  engaged  in 
authorising  alterations  to  fireplace^  supervising  conversions,  and 
approving  the  finished  work  prior  to  payment  of  grant.  Of  the  1,274 
dwelling  houses  in  the  area,  326  were  houses  belonging  to  the  Council  aid 
the  work  these  properties  was  carried  out  by  the  Council's  Surveyor. 

In  the  case  of  the  948  priva.tely  o/ned  houses,  773  consents  to  alterations 
had  been  given  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  an  estimated  cost  of  17,930  or 
£10  5s*  2d.  per  house,  compared  wdth  the  estimate  of  £9  11s.  6d.  per  house. 
The  cost  to  the  Council  at  that  date  (3C^)  was  £Z,379  or  £3  Is,  78.,  per 
house  compared  with  the  estimate  of  £2  17s,  58.  The  Council's  Treasurer 
had  paid  659  claims  amounting  to  £5,143  11s,  9d, 

The  remainder  of  the  houses  either  did  not  need  any  alterations 
or  the  occupiers  carried  out  the  necessary  adaptations  without  claiming 
grant.  In  a  few^  cases  where  property  was  unoccupied  up  to  the  appointed 
da.te.  Statutory  notices  w^ere  served  to  enable  grants  to  be  paid. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  the  Order  has  been  w-elcomed  by  the 
people  living  in  the  area,  many  of  whom  have  remarked  on  the  absence  of 
soot  fa.lling  on  pa.vements  and  wrashing  and  the  great  benefits  due  to  the 
cleaner  conditions  in  the  home  and  the  increase  in  the  supplies  of  hot 
water.  Like  any  other  innovation  there  were  those  ivho  found  difficulty 
in  burning  coke  and  a  great  deal  cf  time  was  sj)ent  both  by  officers  of  the 
NoE,  Gas  Board  and  the  Council  in  assisting  occupiers  and,  wrhere  necessary, 
modifying  grates,  gas  ignition  and  in  sane  cases  the  chimney  pots, 

Follo/Ting  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Order,  a  further 
report  was  presented  to  the  Council  covering  an  adjoining  area  of  535 
acres  and  1,418  dwellinghouses,  and  provisional  apop^roval  was  received 
from  the  ffinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  June,  i960,  eind 
detailed  inspections  were  canrnenced.  The  Order  vrill  be  submitted  for 
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confirmation  to  the  Ministry  in  the  autumn  of  I96I.  .Reaction  by  the 
residents  in  the  No .2  ajrea  has  been  very  favoi7.ra.ble  and  it  pleasing 
to  find  that  a  large  nimibei  of  hoases  Y^ere  already  smokeless;  this  mil 
consideiably  reduce  the  cost  in  this  particular  district.  The  estimated 
cost  per  house  based  on  a  sample  survey  of  173  houses  was  £3.4  5s» 
uith  a  total  estima-ted  cost  of  .220, 256, 

In  connection  mth  the  provision  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  for 
contributions  toYi/cU’do  costs  of  conversion!  of  churches  and  other  religious 
institutions,  a  survey  sli(.ued  that  at  I4  chru'ches  or  chapels  no  altera¬ 
tions  wtre  required  and  all  were  u '.it ninry  smokeless  fuel.  At  the  other 
14  churches  the  tota.!  estimated  cuss  of  conversion  was  £503*  At  the  one 
church  in  the  No.l  Smoke  Control  Area  v/here  the  estimated  cost  of 
coiTy\iying  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  £98,  the  Camcil  agreed  to  pay  7C?t 
of  the  cost.

The  winter  of  I96O/6I  was  again  exceptionally  mild  v/ith  very 
little  snow  or  frosty  Y^rith  the  result  that  at  no  time  v^as  the  collection 
of  refuse  interrupted©  This  v\fas  fortunate  because  the  staff  position 
throughout  the  yecir  was  again  veiy  uncertain  and  the  e:}q)erience  of  the 
past  fevv  yea.rs  continued^.  The  problem  wq,s  particularly  acute  at 
holiday  times  as  it  was  impossible  to  recmil  suitable  labour  to  replace 
men  away  on  holiday*  72  men  were  employed  as  refuse  collectors  during 
the  year  on  an  establishment  of  17.,  as  compared  with  57  during  the 
previous  year,  30  during  1958  and  55  in  1957*  In  spite  of  these  changes 
it  vms  possible  to  achieve  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  except  for 
short  periods  after  Banlc  Holidays* 

During  the  year  a  second  18  cu*  yd*  duel  tip  Karrier  vehicle 
vvas  brought  into  service,  bringing  the  fDeet  in  use  as  follov^rs;

On  the  introduction  of  the  second  dual  tip  vehicle,  one  S.  &  D* 
9  ou.  yd*  side  loader  was  placed  on  stand-by  duty  so  that  in  case  of 
breakdoYm  it  v/ould  not  be  necessary  to  use  open  vehicles  for  refuse 
collection*  Both  the  large  capacity  vehicles  continued  to  work  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  type  of  vehicle  is  much  to  be 
preferred  to  the  side  loader  on  account  of  easier  and  cleaner  loading, 
greater  capacity  Ylth  a  consequent  longer  loading  time  o.nd  fewer  journeys 
to  the  disposal  point.  The  Gonmiittee  decided  that  a  third  I6/I8  cu*  yd* 
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dual  tip  vehicle  should  he  ordered  and  this  will  oome  into  operation  next 
year.  The  Gomraittee  also  gave  consideration  to  the  use  of  pn,per  hags  in 
place  of  the  convontiono.l  dust  hin  and  it  was  agreed  to  experiment  in  a 
small  area  of  some  66  houses  on  an  estate  where  there  are  mo.ny  steps  and 
steep  gradients  to  negotiate  from  the  hin  stand  to  the  vehicle.  \7hilst 
it  was  realised  this  would  result  in  increased  costs,  even  allowing  for 
the  speeding  up  of  collections,  it  v/as  felt  that  unless  there  were  any 
unforeseen  difficulties  it  would  ho  in  the  interests  of  the  dustmen  in 
the  reduction  of  the  very  arduous  work  on  this  estate. 

Refuse  Di. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continued  during  the  year  at  Hirst  Wood| 
Wrose  and  at  Coach  Road  in  Baildon;  at  the  latter  site  tipping  finished 
on  50th  April,  I960* 

On  2nd  Rehruary,  I96I,  the  whole  of  the  tov/n^s  refuse  was 
tipped  at  Valley  Road  in  connection  with  a  redevelopment  scheme  under¬ 
taken  hy  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  and  in  order  that  the  work  should  he 
oorap3-etod  v/ith  the  minimum  delay  the  co-operation  of  Baildon  Council  was 
sought  and  all  the  refuse  from  the  neighbouring  Urban  District  was  tipped 
at  the  same  site,  and  v/ith  the  offer  of  free  tipping  to  building  contrac¬ 
tors  the  work  was  completed  in  about  4  months. 

No  trouble  was  experienced  from  fires  at  Coach  Road,  Hirst  Wood, 
or  from  the  Valley  Road  site.  At  Wrose  Tip,  however,  which  adjoins  a 
children’s  recreation  ground,  several  fires  were  started  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  v/hen  the  weather  was  dry.  These  were  put  out  without  much 
difficulty  by  trenching  and  flooding  and  where  necessary  sealing  with 
soil  or  other  fine  inert  material. 

Dusting  v/ith  insecticide  by  means  of  pressure  sprayer  v/as 
carried  out  in  May,  July  and  September,  and  this  undoubtedly  resiALted  in 
the  absence  of  complaints  arising  from  flies  and  other  insects.. 

In  connection  with  present  shortage  of  labour  the  Committee 
decided  that  as  soon  as  circumsta,nces  permitted,  mechanical  equipment 
should  be  purchased  for  use  on  the  refuse  tips. 
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The  follov/ing  tiibles  give  details  of  salvaged  materials  sold 
o.nd  the  monthly  income  •  The  total  for  the  year  was  some  £500  more  than 
in  1959/1960  due  in  part  to  an  increase  in  sales  of  waste  paper  and 
textiles •

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YfATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  information  dealing  with  Tcater  supply  and 
consumption  has  teen  supplied  hy  the  Council's  Surveyor  and  VYator 
Engineer „ 

Supply 

The  Council  are  water  undertakers.  The  undertaking  was 
established  by  the  Shipley  Local  Board,  under  the  powers  of  the  Shipley 
VYatervforks  and  Police  Act. of  1854  and  subsequent  Acts  s,nd  Ordei’s. 

The  basic  source  of  the  Council's  ws.tor  supply  consists  of 
Sweet  Well,  and  Low  Moor  Springs  on  Morton  Mooi’,  which  have  an  average 
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yield  of  betv/een  460,000  and  500,000  gallons  per  day*  The  v/ater  is 
piped  from  the  springs  across  the  moor  past  G-raincliffe  Reservoir  to  the 
treatment  plant  situated  belovv  the  Reservoir,  where  it  receives  lime 
treatment  to  neutralise  the  slightly  acid  properties*  It  then  flows 
through  slov/  sand  filters  and  is  given  chlorine/ammonia  treatment  on 
entiy  to  the  clear  water  tank  from  vviiich  it  is  passed  into  supply  to  the 
High  Level  Areas  of  Shipley  by  meoais  of  a  10~inch  diameter  main. 

In  addition,  the  Council  possess  the  right  to  collect  water  over 
gathering  grounds  consisting  of  1,881  acres  on  Morton  Moor  and  Bingley 
Moor.  The  effective  drainage  area  for  G-raincliffe  Reservoir  is  1,116 
acres  and  the  v^ater  is  conducted  into  the  Reservoir,  the  capacity  of 
which  is  95‘i  million  gallons,  by  three  main  dykes  -  Weecher  Dyke,  Black 
Dyke,  and  G-reat  G-rad.ncliffQ  Dyke* 

/my  water  which  overflows  from  G-raincliffe  Reservoir  or  which 
is  allowed  to  go  down  the  Reservoir  bye-pass,  is  fed  via  Eldwick  Beck 
into  Eldwick  Reservoir,  which  has  a  capacity  of  27*^  million  gallons 
approximately  oaid  is  now  used  or/Ly  for  storage  of  compensation  vmter,  the 
supply  of  which  is  a  statutory  obligation  on  the  Council.  This  water  is 
fed  into  Eldwick  Beck  belov/  the  Reservoir  Dam* 

The  requirements  of  the  High  Level  /meas  of  Shipley  do  not 
absorb  the  whole  of  the  yield  of  the  springs  oaid  the  resulting  surplus 
water  overflows  before  treatment  from  a  manhole  in  the  embankment  of 
G-raincliffe  Reservoir  into  a  12-inch  diameter  pipeline  to  the  Baildon 
Baric  Service  Reservoirs*  These  Reservoirs  supply  a  large  proportion  of 
the  loYier  levels  of  Shiple^^  and  the  excess  demand  from  these  areas  over 
the  surplus  water  available  from  the  springs  is  made  up  by  releasing 
surface  water  stored  in  G-rainoliffe  Reservoir  to  mix  \Yith  the  spring 
Ymter  Y'lhere  this  enters  the  pipeline  to  the  Service  Reservoirs. 

YvTiilst  the  water  from  the  springs  is  characterised  by  a  very 
high  degree  of  chemical  and  organic  purity,  and  only  a  slight  acidity, 
the  surface  v/ater  from  the  G-athering  G-rounds  has  in  solution  a  relatively 
large  proportion  of  ncitural  aluminium  and  a  high  acidity,  and  this  latter 
property  v/ould  give  rise  to  a  dangerous  degree  of  plumbo- solvency,  even 
when  the  v/ater  was  mroced  with  the  less  acid  spring  water,  unless  the 
combined  waters  v/ere  trea,ted  before  being  put  into  supply. 

At  Baildon  Bank,  hov^ever,  the  combined  spring  and  surface  waters 
are  given  lime  and  chlorine-ammonia  treatment  before  being  passed  into  the 
reservoirs.  In  this  case  the  lime  treatment  fulfills  the  dual  purpose  of 
obviating  for  all  practical  purposes  the  poY/er  of  the  water  to  dissolve 
lead  from  pipes  and  fittings  and  converts  its  prox^erties  from  acid  to 
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slightly  alkaline^  thus  causing  the  aluminium  tc  settle  out  in  the 
reservoirs  (^to'.ch  the  pur-pose  of  sedimentation  tanks  as  well  as 

storage  re^emroirs )  in  the  form  of  a,  floe  or  jelly-like  substance  which 
t^'-id.L'  -ro  trap  orgad.c  or  c/kher  impuilties  and  further  clarifies  and 
]:sr-lfier:  the  watexn  In  crd.er  to  give  a.decuate  settlement  the  two 
r-;;-/:/rv'o.Lrs  are  used  altemateHy^ 


The  purified  treated  waiter  is  passed,  into  service  from  the 
Baildon  Banlo  Service  Reservoirs  by  means  of  two  iC-inch  do-omete.;  mains. 


In  addition  to  supplies  from  their  arm  sources  the  Council 
purchase,  by  an  agreement  a  further  supply  of  treated  water  amountd.ng  to 
approxirnateliy  250,000  gallons  per  day  from  the  Bradford  Corporation  Yfeter 
Undertaking.  Tliis  amount  ma.y  be  increased  tc  500,000  gallons  per  day 
during  dry  periods  if  required. 

In  order  to  C8.rxy  out  the  treatment  of  water  frem  their  arm 
scuocec  adequately,  the  properties  of  both  the  raw  and  the  treated  Yxater 
are  tesred  several  times  a  day  at  G-raincllff e  and  Baildon  Bank  treatment 
plants,  and  also  samples  of  tap  Y/ater  talcen  in  Shipley  from  both  sources 
are  tested  dadly  by  members  of  the  Water  Depa.rtment  Staff,  In  adrilticn, 
monthly  examinations  by  ind-opendent  analysts  are  made  of  both  the 
b'-.steriological  and  chemical  properties  of  all  raw  Yv^ters  and  treated 
L-v-rs  supplied  to  consumers,  and  the  results  vf  these  over  a  long  period 
indicate  the  very  satisfactory  nature  of  the  Yi’-ater  suppl^^,

The  year  1 96O  ¥/as  one  of  considerable  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
Public  Health  Coinmittee,  particularly  in  relation  to  Housing  and  removal 
of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 

The  Council  made  the  Main  Street  (Test)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
during  the  year.  This  Order  covers  the  tovvn  centre  with  some  173 
houses,  shops,  works  and  business  premises.  Making  the  Order 
presented^  great  problems  ^  particularly  those  dealing  with 
its  subsequent  redevelopment.  The  Public  Inquiry  Y^/’as  held  on  the 
28th  February,  1  96I  . 

The  year  also  marked  the  completion  of  the  first  post-war  five 
ye8Lr  programme  of  Slum  Clearance  during  which  370  unfit  houses  v/ere 
represented,  or  49  more  than  originally  intended.  The  second  five 
year  programme  ¥/as  approved  in  July  and  this  provides  for  demolition 
of  a  further  4^9  houses  by  1 965  and  the  elimination  of  the  old  ”  one 
up  and  one  dam”  or  Type  1  back  to  back* 

Although  the  nine  year  programme  for  making  Bingley  a  smoke 
free  area  Y/as  approved  in  1 959  the  first  two  Orders  were  not  made 
until  September,  I96O.  These  Orders  cover  1,127  premises  and  their 
survey  wa.s  a  major  task.  The  Public  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  28th 
March,  1 9^1 • 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  survey  of  the  first  Clearance  Area 
in  the  second  five  year  plan  of  Slum  Clearance  v/as  complete  and  the 
Bingley  Hill  Street  (South)  Clearance  Area  No,  6  and  the  Bingley 
(Dewhirst  Street  and  Moorside  Road,  Wilsden)  Clearance  Order  No,  5 
"were  made  early  in  1  96I  • 

The  passing  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
i960  Y/as  Y/elccme  and  will  help  to  secure  material  improvements  on  local 
sites. 


FOOD  INSHi:CTION  Al^DD  SUPERVISION 

Food  Hygiene,  Food  handling  standards  in  the  Bingley  area  are 
generally  good  and  reliance  is  placed  on  education  of  food  handlers 
to  maintain  and  improve  conditions.  In  addition  to  discussions  during 
inspections  of  food  premises  a  further  course  of  six  lectures  was 
arranged  at  the  Bingley  Technical  Institute  and  these  T\rere  well  attended. 
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The  marked  development  in  the  sale  of  pre-packed  food  and  of  cold 
storage  in  the  retail  shops  is  all  to  the  good.

There  is 

one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse 

in  the 

district  and  this  v/as,  the  subject  of  the  Statutory  Slaughterhouse 
Report  adopted  by  the  Council  in  September,  i960,  as  required  by 
Section  3(l)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958*  Although  reasonably 
satisfactory  a  number  of  repairs  and  improvements  were  required  to  be 
completed  by  the  ’’appointed  day”  on  the  ist  July,  1961, 

There  v/as  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  this  slaughterhouse 
during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  animals  killed  being  i ,452. 

Nearly  all  of  these  animals  were  slaughtered  on  Sundays  necessitating 
Sunday  work  by  the  Health  Inspectors  in  order  that  one  hundred  per  cent, 
meat  inspection  be  maintained.  The  following  are  details  of  meat

There  is  one  large  poultry  packing  station  in  the  area  which  is 
run  on  modem  hygienic  lines. 

Milk  Supply.  An  appreciable  amount  of  raw  farm  bottled  milk  is  still 
sold  in  Bingley,  but  the  whole  of  such  milk  is  produced  by  Tuberculin 
Tested  herds.  The  remainder  of  Bingley *s  milk  is  yasteurised  and 
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Sterilised.  The  number  of  dealers  was  as  follows:

Careful  attention  is  given  to  the  regular  sampling  of  rav;  milk, 

51  samples  were  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  test,  of  which  48  were 
satisfactory,  156  were  submitted  to  the  ’’Ring  test”  in  connection 
Yvuth  detection  of  Brucella  Abortus,  of  v\rhich  135  were  negative. 

Notices  to  exclude  the  milk  from  certain  cows  were  served  on  three 
producers , 

The  present  national  position  wdth  regard  to  the  elimination  of 
Brucella  Abortus  is  rather  chaotic,  A  number  of  Local  Authorities 
ncNi  regularly  test  the  raw  milk  sold  in  their  districts  for  the 
presence  of  Brucella  Abortus,  this  being  the  causative  organism  in 
undulant  fever  in  man.  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Ceneral)  Regulations,  1959  authorises  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  require  exclusion  of  milk  from  cows  known  to  be  secreting  infected 
milk.  Only  too  often,  however,  the  farmer  who  brings  in  nev/  ca\7s  as 
replacements  finds  that  his  purchased  animals  are  also  infected  and  it 
is  clear  that  a  national  eradication  scheme  against  Brucellosis  is 
urgently  needed.  It  is  understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
have  already  started  a  pilot  scheme  wdth  this  end  in  view. 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  regard  to  sale  of  ice  cream, 
of  which  there  are  107  vendors.  One  milk  vending  machine  wras 
established. 

The  District  Inspector  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  informs 
me  that  57  samples  wrere  taken  in  Bingley  during  the  year.  Of  these, 
forty-six  were  milk  samples,  and  eleven  dry  samples.  All  were  found 
to  be  genuine,  writh  the  exception  of  one  milk  sample,  which  Yms  10,0 
per  cent,  deficient  in  fat  content.  A  cautionary  letter  was  sent  to 
the  farmer  concerned. 


This  section  of  a  public  Health  Inspector’s  duties  covers 
atmospheric  pollution,  factory  hygiene,  rodent  control,  moveable 
dw^ellings,  drainage  and  sewerage,  v/ater  supply,  public  cleansing,  etc, 
and  all  these  duties  closely  affect  the  health  and  wrell  being  of  every 
member  of  the  community. 
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public  Cleansing.  It  ms  decided  during  the  year  to  modernise  the 
fleet  of  refuse  co].lection  vehicles  hired  from  the  Transport  Committee 
by  the  Health  Committee.  After  careful  consideration  of  systems  of 
dustless  loading  and  of  the  probable  eventual  adoption  of  the  ’paper 
sack’  system  of  refuse  storage  two  rear  loading  dual  tip  vehicles  were 
ordered  for  delivery  in  1 961  ,  making  three  in  all  of  such  vehicles  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  a  fourth  new  smaller  vehicle  v/ill  be  purchased 
in  1962  for  use  under  restricted  conditions. 

The  amount  of  refuse  produced  by  the  householder  is  both  increasing 
in  amount  and  changing  in  character.  The  amount  is  increasing  because 
of  the  higher  standard  of  living,  the  greater  number  of  houses  and  the 
rapid  trend  tov^/ards  the  ’’all  electric”  house  and  abolition  of  the  open 
fire  on  which  much  domestic  refuse  can  be  burnt.  This  is  now  placed 
in  the  dustbin.  Many  householders  now  have  two  bins  because  of  the 
added  bulk  of  their  domestic  refuse. 

To  make  matters  even  more  difficult  there  ims  a  continued  shortage 
of  labour  and  this  fact,  combined  with  increased  holidays  and  shorter 
hours,  made  it  virtually  impossible  to  maintain  a  regular  Y/eekly 
collection  all  the  year  ro\ind. 

No  special  difficulties  v^rere  encountered  as  regards  disposal  of 
refuse,  which  is  all  taken  to  Dowley  Gap  and  used  for  filling  in  an 
old  seYrage  sludge  lagoon.  This  w^ork  has  been  rather  tricky  owing  to 
the  great  depth  of  the  lagoon.  Although  this  lagoon  will  take  the 
Y/hole  output  of  refuse  for  several  years  to  come  a  survey  was  made  of 
other  possible  tipping  sites  and  it  is  evident  that  the  existence  of 
many  extinct  quarries  will  solve  all  problems  for  a  long  time  yet. 

There  Y/ere  tYro  tip  fires  during  the  year  due  to  the  presence  of  red 
hot  ashes  in  the  dustbins,  but  these  were  quickly  extinguished. 

The  neY^  Eagle  Gulley  Emptier  continued  to  give  excellent  service 
in  cesspool  and  gulley  emptying. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  with  a  Harrier  machine  soon  due 
for  renev^al,  and  a  staff  of  four  orderlies.  Weed  killing  was  carried 
out  in  the  Spring  v/ith  hired  equipment.  It  is  di'f’ficult  to  get  hold 
of  such  equipment  at  the  proper  time  and  the  great  length  of  adopted 
roads  (over  50  miles)  makes  it  desirable  that  a  weed  spraying  machine 
be  purchased.  A  successful  anti--litter  campaign  was  carried  out  in 
June,  the  principal  feat’ore  being  competitions  for  schoolchildren. 

Despite  the  large  area  of  Bingley  acres) ^the  cost  of 

public  cleansing  compares  favourably  with  other  districts.  ^The 
follovYing  figures  are  taken  from  the  latest  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  G-overnment  Costing  Deturn  for  England  and  iifales;-

New  public  conveniences  were  opened  in  Eldwick  during  the  year. 

These  are  well  designed  and  have  wash  basins.  By  comparison  the  other 
conveniences  are  out  of  date,  although  they  are  being  improved  as  far 
as  possible,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  Wellington  Street  and  Main  Street 
ones  will  be  eventually  demolished  owing  to  redevelopment.  The  sorry 
tale  of  v/anton  damage  continued,  although  one  culprit  was  caught  and 
prosecuted. 

Small  improvements  Y/ere  carried  out  at  the  Public  Mortuary  v\rhere 
35  bodies  were  received  during  the  year. 

Rodent  and  pest  Destruction,  During  the  year  the  Rodent  Operative 
paid  230  visits  and  gave  97  treatments  covering  111  premises. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
T9^o7  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August,  I960,  For  too  long 
Local  Authorities  like  Bingley  with  large  moveable  dwelling  problems 
had  struggled  along  M\rith  inadequate  powers.  The  new  Act,  if  properly 
administered,  enables  proper  conditions  to  be  secured  and  helps  the 
site  operators  and  site  users.  It  does  not,  unfortunately,  give  much 
help  as  regards  colonies  of  hutments  and  shacks  Y\^hich  are  a  v/orse  local 
problem  than  caravans. 

Following  the  passing  of  the  new  Act  the  local  operators  of 
caravan  sites  were  notified  of  the  requirements  and  supplied  with  forms 
of  application  for  site  licences.  These  were  under  consideration  by 
the  planning  Authority  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  those  that  v/ere 
approved  were  dealt  Y/ith  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  1  96I ,  Only 
one  site  licence  was  actually  issued  in  I960  and  this  Y/as  for  66  caravans 
at  Goit  Stock,  The  planning  pemission  required  the  removal  of  all 
existing  tram  and  ^bus  bodies  from  the  site  and  its  future  use  to  be 
restricted  to  caravans  of  proprietary  manufacture  and  approved  design. 

The  site  licence  conditions  required  the  provision  cf  roads  and 
standings,  fire  points,  drainage  and  toilet  and  laundry  facilities, 
together  with  parking  and  recreational  space. 
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Fith  the  prospect  of  having  satisfactory  conditions  for  caravans 
the  Health  Committee  instructed  me  to  carry  out  a  joint  survey  of  all 
remaining  temporary  huts  and  shacks  with  the  Area  Planning  Officer  ' 
and  the  results  of  this  survey  and  a  report  on  the  action  taken  will 
appear  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1  » 

Some  progress  Vv’^as  also  made  with  regard  to  the  problem  of  gypsy 
caravans  and  tents  which  annually  appear  on  semi  open  land  at  Staples 
Brow  near  Plappit,  The  owner  v/as  persuaded  to  fence  this  off  and  so 
prevent  further  camping,  A  Brewery  Company  was  also  induced  to  forbid 
one  of  its  tenants  to  allow  further  winter  caravans  to  be  stationed  on 
land  at  the  rear  of  his  public  house. 

Sanitary  Accommodation.  Considering  the  rural  character  of  Bingley 
the  proportion  of  water  closet  accommodation  is  surprisingly  high, 
nevertheless  the  existence  of  about  1  JQ  pail  closets  on  farms  and  in 
remote  places  is  a  source  of  annoyance  and  it  is  becoming  extremely 
difficult  to  get  men  willing  to  empty  them.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  therefore  to  secure  the  voluntary  conversion  of  these  antiquated 
provisions  by  means  of  improvement  grants  or  conversion  grants.  The 
Highways  Committee  decided  to  carry  out  sewer  extensions  at  Micklethwaite, 
Filsden  and  Cullingworth,  and  this  will  enable  about  16  to  be  converted 
in  i .

Clean  Air.  Future  local  historians  may  regard  the  year  i960  as  note- 
T/orthy  because  it  was  the  year  w'^hen  the  town^s  first  smoke  control 
orders  were  made.  If  the  Health  Committee  *s  programme  is  adhered  to 
the  year  1970  should  see  the  area  entirely  free  from  domestic  smoke. 
The  most  important  order  concerned  1,034  premises  at  Cottingley,  this 
area  being  put  first  because  it  adjoined  twro  similar  smoke  control 
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areas  in  Shipley,  Situate  to  the  South  West  of  the  huilt-up  portion 
of  Bingley  it  is  intended  to  follovv  on  v/ith  other  areas  in  a  North 
Easterly  direction  year  by  year  until  19^5 9  when  there  v\/*ill  he  only  the 
outlying  villages  to  deal  Y/ith.  The  second  order  dealt  with  a  nev/ 
estate  at  Wai’ren  Lane  ^ind  93  houses  adjoining  the  same.  The  public 
Inquiry  in  respect  of  these  houses  was  held  on  the  28th  March,  1  . 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  strongly  supported  the  West 
Riding  Clean  Air  Committee  in  its  representations  to  the  ]\(Cinister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  secure  amendment  of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
1956  in  order  that  householders  resident  in  "Black  Areas",  but  whose 
dwellings  are  not  as  yet  included  in  smoke  control  areas,  may  receive 
a  grant  for  voluntary  conversions  of  fireplaces  if  such  Y/ork  is 
satisfactorily  carried  out.  There  is  ample  precedent  for  such  a 
step  in  both  the  Public  Health  Act  (conversion  of  closets)  and  the 
Housing  Act  (improvement  Grants), 

On  the  industrial  side  a  good  deal  of  time  Y;as  devoted  to  taking 
observations  of  industrial  chimneys,  of  which  36I  iiere  made. 

Excessive  smoke  (as  defined  by  the  Dark  Smoke  (permitted  periods) 
Regulations) was  emitted  on  33  occasions.  One  local  difficulty  arises 
from  various  v^oodworking  concerns  where  steam  is  raised  partly  by 
burning  7/ood  v/aste  and  partly  by  coal.  Modernisation  of  boiler  plant 
directed  to  securing  the  combustion  of  coal  without  smoke  continues 
and  there  is  an  increasing  use  of  instrumentation  in  the  boiler  houses. 


Measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Bingley  is  carried  out  at 
two  stations  (St,  Ives  and  Tovm  Hall)  and  I  append  details  of  the 
measured  pollution  month  by  month.  Rainfall  .is  given  in  millimetres, 
the  insoluble  and  soluble  deposits  in  rates  of  deposition  in  tons  per 
square  mile.  Sulphur  dioxide  is  measured  by  the  mean  rate  of 
sulphation  of  a  standard  lead  peroxide  candle  exposed  in  a  louvred  box. 
The  amounts  are  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  fixed  per 
day  per  iOO  square  centimetres  of  Batch  "A"  standard  lead  peroxide. 
Owing  to  interference  with  the  deposit  gauge  near  the  Town  Hall  on 
four  occasions  this  instrument  had  to  be  resited  and  the  results  for 
1960  are  incanplete. 


The  question  is  often  asked  as  to  whether  any  actual  reduction 
of  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  achieved  by  the  passing  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  CKYing  to  the  interference  mth  the  Town  Hall  gauge  its 
figures  are  not  comparable,  but  at  St,  Ives  where  no  interference  has 
occurred  the  figures  for  total  deposits  over  the  past  four  years  are  as 
follows:  -

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Water  Supply,  The  fcllowiAg  report  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  A# 

Haslook,  xlie  Council *s  Water  Engineer;*^ 

The  Council  are  water  undertakers  for  the  whole  area  except  the 
villages  of  Harden,  Crossflats  and  Eldwick  (which  are  supplied  directly 
by  Bradford  Corporation)  and  the  Branksome  Drive  area,  Nab  Y/ood  (which 
is  supplied  by  Shipley  U.D.C.), 

The  sources  of  supply  are  springs  on  the  St,  Ives  Estate  and  in 
Ruin  Bank  YYood*  moorland  gathering  ground  at  Harden  Moor  and  the 
St,  Ives  Estate  and  adits  at  Bleak  House  and  Lees  Moor,  Cullingworth, 

In  addition,  approximately  I^.C^  of  the  total  volume  supplied  is 
obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Bradford  Corporation, 

All  spring  and  adit  water  is  collected  underground  and  is  not 
exposed  to  daylight  until  it  reaches  one  of  the  three  service 
reservoirs  where  it  is  chlorinated.  The  water  collected  from  the 
moorland  gathering  ground  is  first  of  all  passed  through  a  slow  samd 
filter  bed  at  Milner  Spring  before  being  pumped  into  the  High  Level 
Service  Reservoir,  At  some  periods  of  the  year  a  dose  of  ammonia  is 
added  to  the  water  in  addition  to  chlorine. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  with  water  is  i8,215«  In 
addition  39  dwell inghouses  or  farms  have  their  own  private  piped  supply. 
The  average  daily  consumption  is  708,000  gallons,  which  is  made  up  as 
follows:-  Domestic  524,000  gallons  per  day,  Trade  184,000  gallons 
per  day.  The  average  consumption  per  head  per  day  is  38,9  gallons, 
of  which  total  28,8  gallons  is  domestic  consumption  and  10,1  gallons 
trade  consumption. 

Samples  of  water  from  all  sources  are  submitted  both  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  at  regular  intervals  in  addition  to 
samples  taken  throughout  the  area  by  the  Public  Health  Depeirtment,

Six  samples  of  water  were  specially  submitted  for  analysis  to 
determine  the  amount  of  artificial  radioactivity  expressed  as  Strontium 
90  contained  therein*  The  amount  varied  between  1.8  and  3f0  micro 
micro  curies  per  litre  and  v/ere  all  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  Sewage  Works,  reconstructed  in  1953,  are 
situate  at  Dowley  Gap.  There  are  small  works  at  Harecrofts,  Plappit 
and  Hallas  Bridge,  A  number  of  properties,  chiefly  at  Low  Springs 
and  High  Eldwick,  are  out  of  reach  of  sewers  as  are  the  majority  of  the 
farms.  0v\ring  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  there  are  several 
hundreds  of  septic  tanks  in  the  area  and  these  are  de-sludged  on  appli¬ 
cation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  72  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936^ 

Divers  and  Streams.  A  number  of  cases  of  stream  pollution  v/ere 
remedied  and  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Catchment  Board 
Authority.  There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  and  one  paddling  pool. 

18  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  examined  bacteriologically, 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Steps  were  taken  to  improve 
the  quality  of  the  water  in  the  paddling  pool. 


Industrial  Hygiene.  There  are  176  factories  on  the  register.  The 
number  of  defects  dealt  with  was  33  ^^nd  these  chiefly  related  to 
toilet  facilities.  There  v/ere  32  outworkers.

The  older  industrial  areas  of  this  country  have  special  housing 
problems  because  of  the  great  amount  of  building  which  took  place  a 
century  ago  when  stanidards  were  deplorably  lov^*  Nowhere  is  this  more 
evident  than  in  the  wool  textile  areas  of  the  Uest  Mding  v\rith  its 
legacy  of  back-to-back  houses.  Even  here,  however,  they  are  not  all 
bad,  in  fact  many  of  those  built  at  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century 
can  make  excellent  houses  if  modernised.  Unfortunately  the  better 
houses  are  often  found  in  the  sane  street  or  district  as  the  old 
"one  up  and  one  dovm"  or  Type  I  back-to-back  which  need  immediate 
clearance,  hlien  this  is  done  unpleasant  gaps  are  created  and 
effective  redevelopment  is  precluded. 

In  the  best  interests  of  the  community  there  must  be  close 
co-operation  between  the  Health  Authority  and  the  Planning  Authority 
and  steps  were  taken  locally  to  secure  such  liaison  in  I96O. 

i960  v/as  the  last  year  of  the  first  post-?/ar  five  year  plan  of 
slum  clearance  and  also  the  year  v/hen  the  second  five  year  plan  had 
to  be  drawn  up. 

In  the  first  five  year  programme  it  v/as  intended  to  deal  with 
261  houses  by  means  of  clearance  area  procedure  and  60  as  individual 
unfits.  The  actual  numbers  dealt  with  v/ere  269  ^nd  101  respectively, 
or  kS  more  than  v/ere  originally  intended. 

The  second  five  year  plan  provides  for  the  complete  elimination 
of  all  Type  I  back-to-backs.  It  is  intended  to  include  349  houses 
in  Clearance  Areas  and  also  deal  with  120  individual  unfit  houses, 
making  a  total  of  469  houses  and  a  grand  total  of  839  in  the  decade 

1955/1965.

IfWiile  good  progress  is  being  made  as  regards  the  abolition  of 
unfit  houses,  little  is  being  done  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the 
la.rge  number  of  houses  built  about  70-80  years  ago  which,  while  not 
unfit,  are  sadly  in  need  of  modernisation.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
Disoretionary  Improvement  G-rant  Scheme  and  its  complementary,  the 
Standard  G-rant  Scheme  are  barely  touching  the  fringe  of  this  problem. 
There  are  about  2,000  houses  in  Bingley  which  are  without  bathrooms  o.nd 
internal  toilets.  The  number  of  Improvement  G-rants  approved  during 
the  year  was  72,  and  it  seems  obvious  that  some  measure  of  compulsion 
will  have  to  be  introduced  in  order  to  secure  the  general  provision  of 
these  necessities  for  decent  living,  I  believe  that  the  majority  of 
property  owners  would  welcome  legislation  on  these  lines  if  they  could 
be  assured  of  a  fair  return  on  their  capital  outlay. 

Only  3  applications  v/ere  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
under  the  Pent  Act,  1957* 

Based  on  the  out-dated  official  standard  of  overcrowding  there 
are  no  known  cases  in  the  Bingley  district.  The  official  standard  is 
so  low  as  to  permit  a  husband,  vjlfe  and  two  children  under  10  to'  .occupy 
a  one  becb'-oomed  house,  provided  that  it  has  a  livingroom.  Livingrooms 
have  to  be  included  in  the  assessment  of  how  many  people  may  occupy  a 
house,  but  this  fact  does  not  imply  that  such  rooms  must  be  used  for 
sleeping  purposes*  The  standard  should  be  revised  as  a  bedroom 
standard  and  so  that,  under  normal  circumstances,  not  more  than  two 
persons  occupy  a  bedroom.

5.  HOUSING- 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  33  houses  were  under  ccnstmacticn 
on  the  Council's  Jenny  Lane  Estate,  These  were  canpleted  in  the 
late  spring  and  no  further  building  work  v/as  commenced  during  the 
year, 

private  enterprise  was  responsible  for  the  erection  of  5i 
houses  during  the  year  and  a  further  64  houses  were  completed  by 
Shipley  Urban  District  Council  at  Higher  Coach  Road, 

The  number  of  privately  erected  houses  shows  a  slight  decrease 
on  the  figures  for  the  previous  tv/o  years.  There  is  still  a  keen 
demand  for  building  land  within  the  district  and  a  steady  increase 
in  the  total  nmber  of  jproperties  is  being  maintained* 

In  addition  to  the  new  building  work  improvements  were  carried 
out  to  26  of  the  Council's  older  properties  in  The  Grove, 

6,  HOUSING  IMFROVEl/EENT  GRANTS 

10  applications  were  approved  during  the  year  for  Housing 
Improvement  Grants,  one  of  these  v/as  for  discretionary  grant,  and 
the  remaining  9  were  for  standard  grants.  The  total  amount 
granted  in  respect  of  these  applications  was  £1,366,  of  which  75/?  is 
recoverable  from  the  Exchequer, 
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The  works  carried  out  were  mainly  for  the  provision  of  the 
five  standard  amenities. 

I  feel  that  there  are  many  owners  not  availing  themselves  of 
this  opportunity  to  carry  cut  improvements  to  property.  There 
are  still  many  substantially  built  houses  lacking  standard  amenities 
which  could,  under  the  auspices  of  this  scheme,  be  brought  up  to 
the  standard  now  expected  of  the  age  and  thus  extend  their  useful 
life, 

7^  REFUSE  COII.ECTIQN  AND  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Refuse  Collection.  Two  vehicles  are  employed  on  refuse 
collection,  one  ”S.  &  D”  i8  cu,  yd,  fore  and  aft  tipper  and  one 
*'Karrier  Bantam”  10  cu,  yd,  rear  loader.  It  has  been  difficult 
to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  throughout  the  entire  area  mainly 
because  of  periodic  shortages  of  labour,  this  type  of  work  is  not 
very  attractive  in  viev/  of  the  counter-attractions  in  industiy. 

At  various  times  it  was  necessary  for  one  or  other  of  the  vehicles 
to  be  taken  off  the  road  for  maintenance  and  wdth  the  lack  of  a 
reserve  vehicle  this  has  further  aggravated  the  situation, 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal,  During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year 

tipping  was  carried  out  atthe  Coach  Road  tip  in  response  to  a 
request  by  Shipley  Urban  District  Council.  As  a  result  of  this 

tipping  it  has  been  possible  for  that  Council  to  reclaim  a 
considerable  area  of  land  for  use  as  a  recreation  ground. 

For  the  remaining  nine  months  of  the  year  tipping  has  taken 
place  at  Heights  Lane  Farm,  Eldwick, 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  controlled  tipping  a 
Fordson  I\feJor  with  dozer  blade  and  bucket  attachments  v/as  purchased. 
This  machine  is  proving  extremely  useful  in  several  v/ays,  not  the 
least  of  which  being  the  almost  complete  avoidance  of  time  lost 
through  vehicles  ’’bogging  down”  on  the  tip. 

One  pleasing  facet  of  this  work  has  been  the  opening  of  the 
Municipal  Recreation  Ground  on  the  site  of  the  old  Temple  Rhydding 
refuse  tip.  This  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  resiilts  that 
can  be  achieved  from  the  reclamation  of  land  by  controlled  tipping. 
It  has  been  possible  to  construct  tennis  courts,  bowling  green  and 
a  miniature  golf  course  on  a  piece  of  land  which,  before  tipping 
commenced,  xms  no  more  than  a  piece  of  derelict  land.

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  within  the  District,  meat  is 
brought  into  the  area  from  the  Public  Abattoirs  of  the  s\arrounding 
district.  Regular*  visits  are  made  to  the  various  food  shops  in 
the  area  in  order  to  check  upon  the  standards  of  hygiene  being 
maintained  amongst  food  handlers.  In  general  the  conditions  of 
the  R)od  Hygiene  Regulations  are  being  observed  in  all  shops, 

10.  ICE  CREAM 

There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  within  the  District# 
There  are  forty-*one  registered  retailers  of  ice  cream  operatingwithin 
the  area.  The  majority  of  ice  cream  retailed  from  shops  is 
prepacked,  whilst  that  sold  by  mobile  vendors  is  sold  loose# 

Regular  inspections  of  all  premises  and  vehicles  have  been  carried 
out  to  ensure  that  the  requisite  standards  of  cleanliness  are  being 
maintained. 
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ii*  BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  five  bakehouses  within  the  District^  none  of  which 
is  underground.  A  periodic  inspection  of  these  is  carried  out  and 
the  standard  of  hygiene  has  been  maintained  at  its  previous  high 
level* 

12.  MILK  SUEELIES 


There  are  twenty-two  registered  retailers  and  tv/o  produce2>- 
retailers  selling  milk  within  the  District.  The  District  being 
a  ’’Designated  Area”  all  milk  sold  is  now  bottled  and  sold  as 
’’Pasteurised”,  ’’Sterilised”  or  ’’Tuberculin  Tested”. 

At  the  present  moment  the  entire  system  of  licensing  is  very 
complex  but,  as  from  the  1st  January,  19^1,  all  licences  will  be 
issued  by  the  County  Council  or  the  Ministry  of  Agricu3.ture , 
Fisheries  and  Pood.  However,  the  responsibility  of  supervision 
of  retail  premises  will  rest  with  the  local  authority. 

15.  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  factories  in  the  District  and 
in  the  main  conditions  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory*  In 
addition  to  factories  there  are  19  registered  outwrorkers  operating 
within  the  District;  these  are,  in  the  main,  employed  in  burling 
and  mending.  Nine  visits  have  been  made  in  this  connection. 

14.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Thirty  smoke  observations  v;ere  made  during  the  year,  in  no 
instance  v/as  it  necessary  to  draw  the  owner’s  attention  to  the 
emission  of  dark  smoke* 

At  one  factory  v/here,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  new 
steam  raising  plant  was  being  installed,  the  v>ro;rk  has  been 
completed  and  the  plant  brought  into  full  use  with  satisfactory 
results.  In  addition  to  the  new  plant  v/ork  is  nowr  in  progress 
to  convert  the  original  boilers  to  ’’Chain  grate  stokers”. 

The  exemption  certificate  under  Section  2  of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
in  respect  of  these  premises  has  now  expired. 

Three  detailed  inspections  of  boiler  house  plant  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 
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Smoke  Control  Areas 


It  is  hoped  that  a  start  may  he  made  in  setting  up  a  ’’Smoke 
Control  Zone”  within  the  near  future.  The  Ccimcil  have  already 
approved  in  principle  the  plans  submitted  to  them  for  the  area  to 
be  smoke  free  within  10  -  15  years* 

15.  CAEAVAN  SITES 

During  the  later  part  of  the  yeai'  the  Caravan  Sites  (Control 
of  Development)  Act  came  into  operation.  The  object  of  the  Act 

is  primarily  to  bring  about  a  higher  standard  of  amenity  on 
caravan  sites.  The  Act  is  operated  in  close  conjunction  with  the 
Town  and  Country  planning  Act  and  local  authorities  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  control  the  siting  and  sanitary  conditions  cf  both 
existing  and  future  sites.  It  is  now  obligatory  upon  the  owners 

of  sites  to  comply  with  such  of  the  model  standards  as  the  local 
authority  may  require  in  order  to  qualify  for  a  licence* 

Pour  applications  for  site  licences  have  been  received  and, 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  these  were  under  consideration. 

16.  PEEVMTION  OP  DAIMG-E  BY  PESTS  ACT*  1949 

The  refuse  tips  and  other  Council  properties  were  regularly 
inspected  and  any  signs  cf  infestation  were  promptly  dealt  with. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  these  premises  have  been  kept  virtually 
free  from  any  rat  infestation. 

Tov/ards  the  close  of  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  give 
free  rodent  control  service  to  all  types  cf  premises.  In 
consequence  of  this  the  number  of  requests  for  the  service  has 
shown  a  marked  increase  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  more  complete 
control  cf  infestation  vd.ll  be  attained. 

During  the  year  seven  major  and  forty-one  minor  rat  infestations 
were  dealt  vd-th  satisfactorily. 

In  addition,  complaints  were  received  ffom  occupiers  cf 
domestic  premises  and  all  were  pranptly  dealt  with.

Water  is  distributed  by  the  Bradford  Corj^oration  and  is 
collected  on  the  Thornton  Moor  Catchment  Area,  the  greater  portion  of 
V'/hich  is  situated  within  the  DeiHriolme  Urban  District*  Out  of  a  total 
of  10A3  dwellinghouses,  no  less  than  992  have  a  suppl^^  from  public 
mains*  The  remainder  of  the  properties,  being  situate  in  the  out¬ 
lying  parts  of  the  district,  rely  on  springs  and  wells,  whicPi  in  tlie 
main  are  satisfactory*  No  reports  regarding  insufficiencj^  of  supply 
have  been  received* 

SggERAG-E  DEABlAGg 

The  v/hole  of  the  built-up  area  is  drained  to  sev\rer3  which 
gravitate  to  two  sewage  disposal  works.  One  at  Doe  Park  deals  v/ith 
an  estimated  D.W*P*  of  Pi-1,250  gallons  per  day,  and  the  otPier  at 
Y/halley  Lane  dealing  with  an  estimated  D*W,P,  of  9,000  gallons  per 
day.  Both  v/orks  incorporate  screens,  detritus  tanlcs,  settling 
tarlcs,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks.  Sludge  treatment  is  by 
air  drying. 

The  sewage  disposal  scheme  referred  to  in  rny  tv/o  previous 
reports  for  the  Fieldliead  Estate,  consisting  of  the  provision  of  an 
ejector,  rising  main,  and  improvements  and  repair  to  the  existing 
Vdialley  Lane  Sev/age  Disposal  Works,  has  nov/  received  all  the  necessary 
approvals  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  work  at  the  ejector 
station  is  nearing  completion  and  progress  is  being  made  at  the 
sewage  disposal  works. 

The  southern  area  comprising  Denholme  Clough  (approx,  80 
properties)  and  Well  Heads  (30  properties)  are  sev/ered  for  waste 
water  only  and  septic  tanlcs  are  sewered  where  practicable. 

Following  protracted  negotiations  v/ith  the  Y/est  Riding  County  Council 
regarding  the  provision  of  water  closets  at  Keelham  School,  the 
matter  has  now  been  referred  to  the  Bradford  Corporation  who  I 
understand  are  now  preparing  a  scheme. 

One  septic  tanlc  for  a  farm  house  and  one  to  serve  tliree 
cottages  have  been  constructed*  56  properties  no'w  have  drain 
connections  to  septic  tanks* 
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RIVERS  AM)  STREAMS 


Close  liaison  v/ith  officials  of  the  Rivers  Board  to  minimise 
pollution  in  water  courses  has  been  maintained.  A  degree  of 
pollution  is  evident  in  Milking  Hole  Beck  caused  by  the  effluent  from 
the  Septic  Tank  at  Field  Head,  and  in  the  southern  portion  of  Denliolme 
Beck  in  the  Lower  Clough  area.  On  completion  of  the  ejector  station 
at  Field  Head,  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the  first-mentioned 
water  course  will  be  remedied. 

A  samjple  of  effluent  taken  from  the  Yi/halley  Lane  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  was  classified  unsatisfactory  as  regards  suspended 
solids.

PUBLIC  CLEAlNFSH'ICr 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council's  worionen  with  a  seven  cubic  3^ard  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse 
Vehicle  Y/hich  Yms  purchased  in  November,  1957  •  During  the  year 
it  has  been  the  aim  to  extend  the  weekly  refuse  collection  service  to 
as  many  of  the  outlying  properties  in  the  district  as  is  practicable. 
In  the  first  instance,  therefore,  it  was  necessary  for  ovaiers  to 
convert  privies  and  ashpits  to  pail  closets  and  provide  refuse  bins, 
which  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  beginning  of  the  yeeir. 

In  September,  a  comprehensive  survey  was  made  and  a  report  submitted 
to  the  Health  Committee.  As  a  result  of  action  taken  (with  the 
exception  of  18  premises  inconveniently  situated  -  monthly  collection 
and  5  premises  Ydiere  OY/ners  have  undertalcen  to  dispose  of  their  oim 
refuse;  collection  from  the  remainder  of  the  premises  is  noY7  on  a 
Y/eekly  basis. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a  tip  off  Whalley  Lane 
on  land  used  formerly  for  the  quarrying  of  stone.

The  development  of  some  6  acres  of  land  at  Lodge  G-ate,  which  is 
capable  of  providing  60-70  units  of  accommodation,  is  under  considera¬ 
tion,  The  land  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  let  on  lease,  such  lease 
expiring  on  the  31st  March,  1962,  but  steps  are  being  taken  to  secure

inspections  have  been  made, 

A  licence  in  respect  of  one  slaughterhouse  was  surrendered  to  the 
Council  in  May,  I960,  following  discussions  v/ith  the  occupiers  who  were 
of  the  opinion  that  both  from  a  practical  and  financial  aspect,  it  was 
not  expedient  to  endeavour  to  satisfy  the  statutory  requirements. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  primarily  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses, 
of  which  261  v;ere  exported  to  the  continent. 

By  reason  of  the  provisions  of  Sec,  3  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act, 
1958,  detailed  inspection  and  reports  regarding  all  the  slaughterhouses 
v;ere  made  and  a  sub-committee  was  convened  to  meet  the  occupiers. 
Agreement  regarding  requirements  was  reached  regarding  the  retention  of 
three  slaughterhouses  and  the  erection  of  a  new  slaughterhouse  was 
commenced,  I  am  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  sub-committee  for  the 
considerable  assistance  given  during  our  deliberations.  Subsequently 
the  Counc3.1*s  slaughterhouse  report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  a  communication  v;as  received  on 
the  14th  September,  I96O,  to  the  effect  that  "the  Minister  has  accepted 
the  report  and  has  not  attached  observations  thereto  and  proposes  to 
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appoint  1st  July^  1561^  loeing  the  day  recommended  in  the  report  as  the 
day  from  v/hioh  all  slaughtex'houses  in  the  district  must  comply  fully 
with  the  Slaughterhouses  (hygiene)  hegulations,  193S^  and  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations j  195S”*

DISTRICT  MIDWIFERY 

The  Local  Health  Authority  employs  six  certificated

childbirth.  On  the  1st  July,  I96O  the  nevi  Midwives  Rules  came  into 
operation.  The  chief  amendments  were  - 

(1)  There  is  no  longer  any  distinction  betv/een  practising  as  a 
Midwife  and  acting  as  a  Maternity  Nurse*  The  latter  term  is 
abolished,  and  a  practising  Midwife  is  nov/  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  nursing  period. 

(2)  The  lying-in  period  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  10 
da^^s. 

(3)  Midwives  must  bear  in  mind  the  danger  to  the  infant 
through  cold  and  take  appropriate  measures* 

(4)  Notification  of  the  adoption  of  artificial  feeding  is 
withdra’ivn.

Each  Midwife  is  trained  and  certificated  to  administer 
analgesics.  She  is  also  authorised  to  call  out  Elying  Squads  should 
a  Doctor  not  immediately  be  available  so  to  do.  The  Midwife  is  an 
essential  oar  user  under  the  V/est  Riding  Scheme. 

Eor  many  years  Midwives  in  Shipley  Division  have  conducted 
their  own  Clinics  v;hich  supplement  those  run  by  the  Doctor. 

Increasing  emphasis  is  now  lain  on  frequent  pre-natal  examination  and 
•fho  dvetailed  care  of  the  expectant  woman.  The  Midwife  concentrates 
on  health  Education  during  pregnancy,  on  Parentcraft,  on  breast 
feeding  and  the  after  care  of  the  infant.

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  Midv;ives  accompany  ?;omen  to 
hospital  or  Maternity  Home  v/hen  for  one  reason  or  another  the  case 
has  to  be  delivered  outwith  the  Division.  The  sole  exception  to 
this  is  St.  John^s  Hospital,  Keighley,  in  which  case  women  are 
expected  to  make  their  ovm  arrangements  for  conveyance.

Mrs.  Margaret  E.  Kay,  the  Hon:  Secretary,  in  her  report 
marks  the  opening  of  the  Bradford  Clinic  as  a  turning  point  in  the 
volume  of  v/ork  for  the  Shipley  Association.  Sixty-three  per  cent 
of  women  had  come  from  the  Bradford  area  and  many  patients  were 
Being  transferred  on  account  of  the  distance.  The  Clinic  continues 
to  serve  five  areas  and  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  patients  per 
session  introduces  a  more  leisurely  pace. 

Dr.  Buckle  in  her  report  mentions  how  frequently  marital 
difficulties  are  the  real  reason  why  the  patient  seeks  advice.  She 
emphasises  that  these  deep  reasons  are  a  grave  danger  to  happy 
matxfage.  Dr.  Buckle,  with  her  wide  experience,  observes  the 
prevalence  of  complete  ignorance  in  sex  among  young  women  before 
marriage.  She  remarks  that  this  experience  is  strongly  at  variance 
v/ith  what  is  read  about  and  heard  about  precocious  adolescence.

HEALTH  VISITING- 


Tlie  qualified  Health  Visitor  is  a  highly  trained  person,  a 
specialist  in  her  ovm  field,  well  fitted  for  the  many  varied  duties  and 
responsibilities  required  in  her  v/ork.  She  is  a  friend  and  adviser 
of  the  whole  family,  working  in  closest  possible  contact  with  the 
family  Doctor*  She  is  an  important  link  between  the  hospital  and  the 
patient’s  home  and  an  adviser  in  the  matters  connected  v/ith  family 
social  need* 

The  Health  Visitor  undergoes  prescribed  training  leading  to 
an  examination  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  conducted  by  the 
Royal  Society  of  Health*  Each  candidate  must  be  a  State  Registered 
Nurse  and  have  passed  the  first  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board*  She  is  thereafter  trained  for  one  academic  year  in  a  three 
part  syllabus  comprising  Part  I,  Physical  and  Mental  Welfare;  Part  2 
Personal,  Domestic  and  Community  Hygiene  and  Health  Education;  Part  3, 
Social,  Industrial  and  Economic  Conditions  and  Administrative  Provisions: 
the  Ethics  and  Technique  of  Health  Visiting*  Her  v;ork  includes  home 
visits.  Ante-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Immunisation  and 
Vaccination  Clinics,  Consultant  Clinics,  Hygiene  Inspections,  School 
Medical  v/ork  and  Health  Education  individually  and  collectively  to 
mothers  in  the  home  and  at  Clinics.

Each  District  Nurse  holds  the  3oR*N,  qualification^  and 
additionally  has  Queens  training.  The  Nurse  is  mobile,  using  her  own 
or  a  Coimty  Council  car.  Refresher  Courses  are  arranged  for  each 
member  of  the  nursing  st£iff  periodically*  This,  apart  from  private 
study,  keeps  the  Nurse  up  to  date  in  knov/ledge  and  practice.  On  the 
district  it  is  usual  for  Nurse  to  be  called  in  the  first  instance  by 
the  G-eneral  Practitioner,  and  in  co-operation  v/ith  him  she  is  the  first 
line  of  domiciliary  relief  of  infirmity  and  sickness.  She  has, 
however,  important  additional  responsibilities  and  an  ideal  opportunity 
of  implanting  health  education  in  each  household  she  visits# 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  MidwifB^ 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps,  In  this 
Division  she  undertakes  no  Midwifery,  which  speciality  is  reserved 
for  the  full-time  Midv/ife,  The  advantage  accruing  is  that  she  can 
concentrate  on  the  broad  field  of  her  own  subject,  and  specialise  in 
the  acutely  and  chronically  ill  patient  v^ithout  interruption  from  the 
harassing  uncertainties  of  childbirth. 

The  character  of  the  yrork  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  There  are  an  increasing  number  of  injections  of 
anti-biotics  and  the  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to 
the  increasing  number  of  bed  sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly 
persons,  and  the  relatively  lov;  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home 
(partly  due  to  the  effect  of  anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse 
spends  much  more  time  on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches 
of  Public  Health  work,  the  number  of  visits  is  a  poor  guide  to  the 
amount  and  quality  of  work  done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  supervisory 
staff  at  County  Hail,  and  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with  the 
Health  Department,

The  major  part  of  the  work  follows  routine  medioal 
inspection  carried  out  on  entrants,  leavers,  and  certain  intermediate 
grades  of  pupil »  Special  exomiiinncions  are  conducted  on  pupils  in 
other  a^^e  groups ,  Indeed  for  many  years  the  high  percentage  of 
selective  inspections  has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  our  School 
Medical  system. 


I  a,m  not  convinced  that  supplanting  certain  routine  medical 
inspections  by  selective  specials  is  necessarily  a  sound  long  term 
policy. 


Each  child,  in  its  school  life,  has  four  medical  examinations 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  This  occupies  an  o.verage  of  30  manutes 
in  a  school  life  of  over  10  years,  furthermore,  the  ages  of  5^ 
o-f, .11+  and  school  leaving  are  a  critical  juncture  in  the  education  of 
the  child,  and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  our  fundamental  aim  is  to 
review  school  health  of  all  children  and  not  over  str'ess  individual 


deviations • 


The  physical  health  of  pupils  improves  steadilj^,  and  current 
sto.ndards  of  physical  health  bear  little  relationship  to  those  applying 
betv^reen  the  World  V/ars.  Defects  receive  attention  earlier,  and 
consequently  major  abnormalities  are  rare.  The  so-called  delicate 
child  is  a  comparative  rarity  and  this  is  shown  in  the  nutritional 
standards  reported  annuo^lly.  On  the  other  hand,  speech  defects, 
behaviour  and  emotional,  problems  receive  more  specialist  actention 
and  advice.  Indeed  child  -  and  for  that  matter,  p^u'^ental  guidance  is 
a  much  needed  and  ins'officiently  sUjDported  public  service. 


Physio  the  ra.py,  light  therapy,  foot  health,  supplement  the 
practice  of  pliAz-sical  health  education  in  school,  and  the  work  of  the 
School  Doctor  and  Nurse  supplement  the  primary  responsibility  of 
parent  and  teacher  to  the  child.

This  is  conducted  through  a  voluntary  agency,  the  Marriage  Guidance 
Council,  Bradford,  and  is  now  recognised  as  part  of  the  Health  Semdce, 
Carefully  selected  marriage  guidance  counsellors  give  advice  on  the 
preparation  for  marriage  and  the  general  principles  recognise  that  a 
successful  foundation  of  marriage  is  vital  both  for  a  happy  family  life 
and  the  welfare  of  society. 


VENEREAT.  DISEASE 

Medical  and  lay  attention  has  recently,  dwelt  on  the  upsurge  in  the 
number  of  infected  persons  particularly  adolescents.  It  is  recognised 
that  young  adolescent  Yeomen  may  act  as  promiscuous  carriers  of  infection* 
Another  maj'^r  factor  is  the  persistence  of  resistant  stradns  of  infectious 
organisms  Ydiich  survive  antibiotic  therapy. 

The  most  marked  increase  has  been  in  gonorrhoea  and  non-specific 
urethretis  :ln  the  male.  Less  pronounced  but  nevertheless  appreciable 
is  the  rise  in  cases  of  syphilis.  Numerous  factors  promote  this 
upward  trend,  e.g,  immigration,  vagrancy,  educational  subnormality 
plus  changing  social  habits.  It  is  a  fact  that  there  is  less  fonmal 
home  discipline,  more  parental  apathy, earlier  maturity  particularly  in 
girls  and  the  attendant  instability  of  adolescent  years,  public 
ignorance  i.oo  contributes  to  the  problem  and  further  research  into 
social  customs  should  enlighten  both  the  public  and  the  expert  in  the 
origin  and  social  causes  of  this  community  sickness, 

PROBirn  'FMillLIES 

This  does  not  represent  a  distinct  social  phenomenon.  There  is  a 
continuous  gradation  from  the  healthy  family  life  we  accept  as  normal 
to  the  depths  of  social  subnormality  which  we  term  ” problem  family*’. 

This  compri  ses  in  varying  degrees  the  lower  percentiles  of  social 
class,  no  songle  factor  predominates  and  most  are  the  cumulative  effect 
of  personal  and  social  defects  Yd  thin  one  family.  Consequently  such 
families  aie  easily  recognised  by  experienced  social  YY^orkers  and 
generally  familiar  to  YiTelfare,  Education,  National  Assistance, 
probation  Officers,  Children’s  Department,  police,  as  well  as  the 
Health  Department, 

In  this  Division  Yve  are  comparatively  free  from  the  burden  of  the 
masses  of  these  families  that  occurs  in  a  heavily  congested  area, 

BetYreen  30  and  1+0  however  appear  on  our  list  making  demands  on  every 
service  and  in  n  ed  of  constant  surveillance.  Apart  from  lack  of 
material  goods  both  children  and  parents  suffer  from  an  often  self*^ 
inflicted  pariali-canplex  of  social  ostracism.  In  my  view  the 
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cominonest  factor  prevailing  is  educational  sub -normality  and  too 
often  from  generation  to  generation  like  perpetuates  like.  Social 
team,  concentrated  case  work,  help  in  the  home  and  patience  are  cur 
principal  means  of  alleviating  this  intractable  problem, 

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  llOm 

In  February  195^^  the  Ministry  of  Health ^s  Circular  6/58  was 
issued  on  Accidents  in  the  Home,  Burns  and  Scalds,  Local  Health 
Authorities  were  requested  to  consider  further  action  necessary/  to 
foster  the  establishment  of  new  committees  where  none  previously 
existed. 

The  West  Riding  public  Health  Committee  approved  a  grant  of  £i5 
per  annum  to  each  approved  Committee.  The  frequency  trend  of  aoc-i/len'bG 
in  the  haae  parhicularly  among  aged  persons  and  young  children,  and 
the  nature  of  local  interest  was  such  that  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  decided  to  approach  Voluntary  Associations  and  Local  Authorities 
with  a  viev/  to  foming  three  committees  for  Baildon,  Shipley  and  Bingley 
with  Denholme  respectively.  It  y/as  understood  that  in  addition  to 
the  grant,  propaganda  material  by  yray  of  leaflets  and  posters  would  be 
obtained  from  the  West  Riding  County  and  indeed  this  has  applied  on  a 
generous  scale.  Meetings  y/ere  convened  on  Local  Authorities’  premises, 
committees  inaugurated,  and  the  appropriate  officers  appointed. 
Representatives  from  national  bodies.  Gas,  Electricity,  and  the  Fire 
Service  were  co-opted.  Each  Urban  District  Council  nominated  represen¬ 
tatives  to  each  Committee, 

Three  considerations  apply  to  the  work,  I)  legislative, 

2)  specialist  and  3)  local  effort  and  propaganda.  In  the  latter  it 
y/as  assiomed  that  most  members  of  the  Committees  y/ould  themselves  act 
as  vehicles  for  the  bodies  whom  they  represent.  The  organisations 
are  enthusiastic  and  it  is  hoped  to  include  a  report  from  each 
secretary  in  the  reports  for  1 , 

CHIROPQDY  SERVICE 

The  County  Coimcil’s  Scheme  approved  by  the  ^/[inistry  of  Health 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194^,  provides  free  chiropody 
for  elderly  persons,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 

Treatment  is  given  at  clinic  and  chiropodists’  surgeries, 
domiciliary  treatment  being  arranged  in  certain  cases  (on  a  Doctor’s 
recommendation).  Direct  and  indirect  services  operate  in  various 
areas,  the  Council  in  the  former  engaging  chiropodists  to  operate  in  its 
clinics,  and  in  the  latter  financing  approved  seivices  run  by  local 
voluntary  bodies.

A  direct  service  v^as  opened  on  1 4th  March,  1960,  providing  each 
week  4  clirie  sessions  and  2  domiciliary  sessions* 

This  direct  service  has  functioned  y^rell,  the  only  difficulty  having 
been  an  inability-  at  times  to  keep  dym.  the  waiting  period*  The  sole 
cause  of  tiiluS  yvVis  the  restriction  imposed  on  the  direct  employment  of 
chiropodists  by  Councils  in  the  National  Health  Service  (Medical 
Auxiliaries)  Hegulations  1954*  It  is  hoped  that  legislative  action 
by  the  Ministry  wAll  scon  remove  or  I'elax  these  restrictions.

Bingley  ..Iged  Persons  Nelfare  Association  for  several  years 
provided  a  service  for  its  members  in  which  they  received  treatment  by 
established  ] ocal  (PAropodists  at  pi-eferential  charges*  Since  April, 
i960,  this  sex'vj.ce,  extended  to  give  free  treatment  to  all  patients 
eligible  under  the  County  Scheme,  has  been  continued  by  the  Association 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  v/hich  bears  the  whole  cost.  Arrangements  are 
made  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  different  parts  of  Bingley,  including  the 
vill.ages  of  Cullingworth,  Yfilsden  aixd  Harden;  treatment  being  given  at 
clinic,  sinrg'-ries  and  at  home*
